The Kit 

The main components are moulded in High 
Planes' usual light blue plastic, with finely 
engraved detail. On first inspection there 
seems to be a substantial amount of flash. 
However, once cleaned up even the smallest 
parts are usable, and provided you take care 
in preparing mating surfaces component fit 
is excellent with very little filler needed. Very 
fine white metal castings are provided for the 
main landing gear legs and braces, tailwheel 
and control column. A spare plastic 
instrument panel and cockpit bulkhead and 
superfluous standard tailwheel and arrestor 
hook suggest a 'stock' Sea Fury may be 
somewhere in High Planes' future plans. A 
superbly clear vac-formed canopy completes 
the components count. 

Instructions 

Two sides of A4 with brief (far too brief if 
you are a novice to short- run kits) assembly 
instructions, exploded view and four-view 
painting/decal placement guide. You could 
certainly complete the model on the strength 
of the instructions, but I found additional 
references invaluable. 

Construction 

Assembly begins with the cockpit interior, 
comprising a floor with side consoles, seat, 
rear bulkhead, instrument panel and control 
column. I painted the interior light grey, and 
added harness straps from painted masking 
tape. I removed the moulded-on tailwheel 
doors from the fuselage halves to make 
cleaning up of joints easier, later replacing 
them with scratchbuilt items from Plasticard. 
The instructions suggest that before joining 
the fuselage sides the 'engine' (actually just a 
top-hat-on-its-side shape) should be 
installed. Warning; it may need an extension 
from surplus sprue to end up correctly flush 
with the forward face of the cowling. It 
definitely does need extending, but I 
preferred to use disks of 30-thou Plasticard 
to shim it out. I centre-drilled this 'engine' for 



a propeller shaft rather than the suggested 
butt-joint for the prop, and to provide a 
means of holding the model while painting. 
Seeing no way to sand the open cowling face 
to a true circular section if this 'engine' was 
in place, I first joined the fuselage halves, 
then inserted the 'engine' from underneath 
through the large hole where the wing later 
goes, fixing it with five-minute epoxy to allow 
time for adjustment. The carburettor air 
intake atop the forward cowling needed filler 
and careful blending in. The wing is supplied 
with a single-piece lower section which 
includes the main landing gear bay, and 
separate upper halves. Essential preparation 
was to clean out the leading-edge intakes and 
insert Plasticard backing plates to avoid 'see 
through', and to drill mounting holes for the 
gear legs. The wing/fuselage joint is very 
good, requiring just a smidgen of filler at the 
lower front. Critical Mass has airfoil-shaped 
fences immediately outboard of the wingroot 
intakes. The instructions suggest cutting 
Plasticard to the aerofoil profile of the wing 
at this point, gluing in place and then 
sanding the card to the correct external 
shape. This seemed hit-or-miss and unlikely 
to produce a satisfactory result. Much 
simpler, I found, to make a razor saw cut 
alongside the intake on each side, cut a piece 
of five-thou Plasticard to the correct outer 
profile, then slip it in place in the slot. It 
worked perfectly. Since the fences are 
polished in natural metal, I covered the five- 
thou card with Bare Metal Foil and left the 
fences off until after painting. Tailplanes are a 
simple butt-joint. The four-blade propeller 
comes in one piece and needs some cleaning 
up around the blade root ends. That leaves 
the canopy. Ah, yes, the canopy. Critical Mass 
has a low-profile canopy that incorporates a 
long metal fairing to the rear,'Fw 190-style', 
fitting tighdy flush to the rear turtledeck 
area. The supplied canopy is very clearly 
marked for cutting. To achieve the flush fit 
High Planes suggests laying the trimmed 
canopy over the assembled fuselage, marking 
carefully around the edge, then 'removing a 
tad of plastic' to accept the edges of the 



canopy. This I did, using a new scalpel blade 
to scrape a 'gutter' into which I hoped the 
thin edges of the vac form canopy would fit 
seamlessly. I have to confess that, either 
through misinterpretation of High Planes' 
instructions or incompetence, I was not 
entirely successful. The canopy remained 
slighdy proud, and being acetate, I could not 
easily blend it in by sanding as I might have 
done with an injection-moulded canopy. Two 
solutions present themselves: cop out by 
separating the canopy from windscreen and 
showing it slid back, or remove all of the 
fuselage rear decking down to canopy rim 
level and simply attach it on top of, rather 
than over, the fuselage. Either way, the canopy 
needs to have a bulkhead added where 
transparent/metal sections meet. 

Accuracy 

With its clipped wings, new tail surfaces and 
Pratt & Whitney R-2280 engine, Critical Mass 
is very different from the Sea Fury T.20 it 
once was. I have no full-size dimensions with 
which to compare the kit, but the finished 
model's proportions look exactly right 
against photographs of the real thing. 

Colour Scheme 

Critical Mass is finished in a spectacular 
scheme of overall red (approximately F.S. 
1 1303 according to High Planes) with black 
and white trim. After priming with matt 
white I airbrushed the entire airframe 
Humbrol 220 (Ferrari Red), which proved a 
very close match to photographs of the full- 
size machine. Most of the trim is supplied in 
decal form, but the black wing, tailplane and 
fin leading-edges and tips and the engine 
cowling must first be painted. I used frisket 
film laid over the decal sheet to cut accurate 
masks for the colour lines before spraying 
Humbrol 21 (Gloss Black). Bare Metal Foil 
was used for the canopy bow frame and the 
panels aft of the exhausts. 

Decals 

Apart from some of the black trim, as 
indicated above, first-class decals are 
provided for all of Critical Mass's extensive 
decoration, including sponsor Taco Bell's 
logos, race numbers, black/white fuselage 




side stripes and titles and all the white 
striping for cowling and flying surfaces. I 
believe that on the full-size aircraft, the white 
lines are oudined in blue pinstripes of 
perhaps one-eighth of an inch in width, but 
these are not provided and would in any case 
be barely discernible in this scale. I was 
pleased to see that High Planes had 
reproduced the inscriptions of the names of 
Critical Mass's support crew to go on the port 
landing gear main door (though not those for 
the starboard side). However, I noticed that 
the shape of the extensive block of lettering 
did not follow that of the full size example. 
Examination with a jeweller's glass (well, we 
all get our kicks in different ways....) quickly 
revealed why. Instead of reproducing the 
names, High Planes has used this decal to 
make a political statement about Aboriginal 
land rights - a modelling equivalent of those 
subliminal images and messages that have 
been incorporated into videos and audio 
tapes. What next, the anti-fox hunting lobby 
manifesto hidden among Hunter stencil sets? 
The decals are thin and sharp, went on easily 
and adhered well with setting solution 
needed only on some of the compound 
curves around the cowling. Some touching-in 
was needed on the white trimlines, which 
also proved slighdy translucent over the red 
paint, especially along the fuselage sides, 
something I should have anticipated. 

Decal Rating = 9/10 

Conclusion and Recommendation 

Provided you take care in preparing the 
components, this kit goes together as well as 
many mainstream offerings, and far better 
than some short-run and resin kits. The end 
result, apart from its obvious attraction to air 
racing fans, would make an eye-catching 
addition to any Sea Fury or Hawker fighters 
line-up. Courtesy of Scale Aviation Modeller 
International I have now had an opportunity 
to build both of the racers so far released by 
High Planes. I am eager for more, soon 

please.

The Kit 

When this kit was first announced by 
Academy, I must admit my first comment 
was "do we really need another l/72nd 
scale Zero?" I have, since the release of the 
new Hasegawa Zeros, firmly believed that 
at last we had a model of this aircraft that 
would never need superceding. When I 
learnt that the new Academy offering was 
of a type (52c) which had never been 
modelled in this scale I did say to myself 
"well maybe one more will do nicely!" 

The Type 52c was what could be 
termed as the last major version of the 
venerable Zero line (there were others, the 
A6M7 for example). Hasegawa has 
produced the Type 52 but only in its 
earliest form and Academy's model differs 
in many subtle ways. 

The kit is moulded in what appears to 
be the industry standard light grey plastic 
that I personally like. There are a total of 
50 parts in this grey plastic and a further 
4 parts in clear plastic. The surface detail 
is engraved and the quality of the 
mouldings quite superb! 

Instructions 

These are clearly laid out in eight

individual stages that are easy to follow. 

Construction 

Stage 1 in the assembly instructions deals 
with three sub components, the engine, 
cowl and cockpit interior. None of these 
areas present any real problems except for 
the cowl, which is divided into three 
sections and requires a little care to 
assemble (Hasegawa managed this area in 
one). 

The next sequence is the assembly of 
the fuselage. The interior is added and 
painted along with the other items from 
stage 1. Work then progresses to the wings 
and propeller. This is the only area where I 
found it necessary to use filler. The joint 
between the lower trailing edge of the 
wing and the fuselage is not very good at 
all and will need some attention. The 
instruction sheet recommends that the 





prop be added at this stage. However, I 
always prefer to leave mine off in case of 
damage. The final four stages pass very 
quickly and before you know what has 
happened you have a finished Zero 
awaiting its paint job. 

Accuracy. 

Now this is where it gets interesting! Much 
is made of dimensional accuracy, and here 
I am pleased to say that Academy's Zero 
Type 52c measures up superbly! So it's 
accurate? NO! At this stage, I am afraid I 
have to come clean. This kit, to modellers 
of Japanese types and Zero fanatics in 
particular will be a bitter disappointment. 

So where do the faults lie? Let's deal 
with the four biggest errors first. 

• 1. If this model is looked at head-on the 
first error jumps at you straight away, the 
dihedral! The dihedral on this kit would 
not look out of place on a Ju 87 Stuka. It's 
far too much! 

• 2. The canopy centre section is totally 
missing its blown shape. It's flat on top, 
not a curve in sight. 

• 3. The cowl is too narrow and too 
parallel, again it just looks totally wrong. 

• 4. The tailwheel is at a very strange 

angle. ^ r - I f?Sl^ 
Added to these major problems are a 

host of other smaller errors, some 

omissions and some features that should 

not even be present on this type! All of 

which are too numerous to cover within 

the context of a review. 



Colour Options 

Two options are given with this kit, an 
aircraft of the 203rd FG flown by Takeo 
Tanimuzu (this is a well-documented 
aircraft), the other is from the 302nd FG. 
Both aircraft are finished in the standard 
late war grey lower surfaces and green 
upper surfaces. Of note here is the fact 
that Tanimuzu's aircraft is a Nakajima- 
built aircraft, and the Zero from the 302nd 
is a Mitsubishi-built aircraft, so the 
colours will be slightly different. 

Decals 

The decals are of good quality and sit well 
when using the normal application 
methods. 

Decal Rating = 9/10 

Conclusion and Recommendation 

This is a model that I am afraid I could 
not recommend to the serious builders of 
Japanese types due to the many 
inaccuracies. To build a better A6M5c it 
would be wiser to alter the Hasegawa 
A6M5. If, however, you want a cheap 
model for a non-enthusiast then this is an 
easy-to-build kit. With the wealth of 
reference material around and more 
importantly real aircraft around it is 
difficult to see why Academy have made 
so many errors.

The Kit 

The VL Pyry is another kit of an aircraft 
that I was not familiar with. The kit is 
vac-formed in white plastic and, unlike 
previous offerings, is of a reasonably thick 
plastic. All panel lines are recessed but 
some are not very accurate and in places 
disappear altogether. 

Instructions 

The instructions are this manufacturer's 
standard double-sided A4 sheet. One side 
contains a series of plans with colour 
markings for a Finnish Air Force aircraft, 



but no date or unit information. The 
colours are named with English 
translations and details for mixing 
suitable Humbrol paints. The reverse side 
has an exploded diagram, part-location 
diagram and a detailed assembly for the 
cockpit tub. 

Construction 

Construction is normal for a vac-formed 
model and starts with the internal floor 
and cockpit area. This is one of the best 
examples I've seen in a vac-form. It is very 
tricky as the complete tub frame has to be 



cut out from the vac-form, but it gives a 
super interior and looks good on its own. 
The main assembly also has a spar section 
which passes through the fuselage, on 
which to mount the wings. This gives a 
very firm basis for construction with only 
one snag. That wonderful cockpit tub is 
about 2mm too wide to fit inside the 
fuselage so some surgery is required! The 
nose and engine sections were then 
added, although the engine is just a basic 
outline. The cockpit glass area and side 
windows all have to be cut out and 
replaced later with the clear vac-formed 
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canopy which fitted well, but again only 
one is supplied, so beware. There are three 
options when it comes to the 
undercarriage, which is fixed. Firstly 
exposed wheels, then Stuka-style spats 
and finally snow shoes. I chose the spats 
which only required a slight application of 
filler to blend them into the main legs. 

Accuracy 

The completed model measured 157mm 
long with a span of 207mm, whereas the 
dimensions given on the instruction sheet 
of 7.70m by 9.80m would scale to 160mm 
by 204mm, so the finished model was 
pretty close. 

Colour Options 

Only one colour option is given on the 
instruction sheet for the Finnish Air Force 



and it's not for the weak stomached, being 
a combination of orange and lime green. A 



sample number is given but no unit or 
date details. I had no other sources for 



this aircraft so completed it in the 
suggested scheme, although the Finnish 
decals I used do appear smaller than 
those on the plans. 

Decals 

No decals are included in this kit. 

Conclusion and Recommendation 

Overall this kit is a reasonable 
vac-form but again I suspect it is of 
limited appeal. It does build up well and 
required very little filler. Recommended 
for the dedicated Finnish Air Force 
followers and collectors of the esoteric.

The Kit 

Toko are certainly making an impact in the 
WWI stakes and one of the early Nieuports 
must be top of many people's wish lists. 
What you get for your £4.50 are two sprues, 
with some rather finely moulded parts, and 
a large sheet of decals. The panel lines and 
wing ribs are not overdone, although the 
binding on the interplane struts is rather 
heavy, and there is an attempt, not too bad, 
to provide surface texture on the wings. 
There is some flash, especially on the finer 
parts which are very fine indeed, and I 
found it impossible to detach the machine- 
gun mount from the sprue without 
breaking both delicate pieces. 

Instructions 

The instructions are printed in Ukrainian, 
German and English, and are in the form 
of an eight-sided pamphlet. There is a 
diagram of the location of parts on the 
sprues, and the final three pages of the 
booklet are given over to the colour 
schemes. The instructions are clear with 
no ambiguities, and the colours are given 
by Humbrol number. 

Construction 

This really is an extremely straightforward 



kit, and construction poses no problems 
(apart from the fragility of some of the 
components). Construction starts with the 
Le Rhone engine, which you could 
perhaps replace with an Aeroclub 
example, and then moves onto the cockpit. 
The cockpit consists of a seat, rudder bar 
and control column. This may seem 
sparse, but then the cockpits of these 
machines were. These are attached to the 
lower wing moulding which also includes 
the cockpit floor. You could add an 
instrument panel, and perhaps the 
throttle quadrant. The cockpit framework 
is moulded onto the fuselage sidewalls, 
and benefits from highlighting by dry- 
brushing. The fuselage halves went 
together well and required very little 
cleaning up. One thing that did puzzle me 
was the fuselage seeming to have the 
windscreen moulded onto it. I carefully 
cut this off with the trusty X-Acto, and 
replaced it with clear sheet after the 
painting stage. The interplane struts fit 
with no problems, and the 
top wing also fits with no 
trouble, with well defined 
location holes for the struts. 
You might, as I did, want to 
leave fitting the top wing 
until you have painted and 
decalled the aircraft. 
National insignia are 
applied to both sides of the 
top wing, which is difficult 
if you have already attached 
it. I also left the rudder off 
until it had been painted 
and decalled. 

Colour Options 

Toko give you no less than 
five options: two Russian, 
including Aleksandr 
Kazalov's death's head 
machine, one French 
(Georges Guynemer's 
"Vieux Charles"), an 
American machine from 
the Escadrille Lafayette, 



fitted with Le Prieur rockets, and a 
Ukrainian Air Force example from 1919. 
All of these machines, bar the Lafayette 
one, are finished in the standard Nieuport 
scheme of silver dope and polished metal 
panels. I decided to finish mine in the 
Ukrainian scheme, partly because I did 
not have any Ukrainian aircraft, and 
partly it seemed appropriate, as Toko are a 
Ukrainian firm. The bulk of the aircraft is 
finished in Humbrol Silver (11), and the 
engine panels and cowling in Xtracolor 
Natural Steel (X502). The wooden parts 
(struts and tailskid) are finished in Revell 
SM 382 (Wood Brown) dry-brushed over 
Humbrol satin cream (71). All in all, a 
very straightforward paint job. 

Decals 

The decal sheet is large, and provides 
three sets of national insignia (French, 
Russian and Ukrainian) plus individual 
markings for each aircraft, such as 
Kazakov's death's head, or Guynemer's 
"Vieux Charles", along with the works 
number for each machine. The decals are 
commendably thin, and went on with no 



problems, aided with a little Micro Sol 
and Micro Set, topped with a thin coat of 
satin varnish. 

Accuracy 

The kit matches published dimensions 
very closely in most respects; there are, 
however, two problems that struck me. 
The upper wing sweepback seems to be 
not quite swept enough, although I'm not 
sure if this is just me. The lower wing is 
underspan by over a scale foot, and really 
does require correction. Nevertheless, 
Toko's model captures the frail 
appearance of this tiny fighter well. 

Conclusions 

A superb kit. Toko have slotted very well 
into the Airfix/Revell price bracket 
offering high quality kits. This kit is to be 
strongly recommended. In fact, buy five, 
to model all of the options. I cannot wait 
for the 1 1/2 Strutter or the Hansa- 
Brandenburg's.

The Kit 

This kit is based on AeroPla 
previously issued armed versi a of the 
single-engined UH-1D. Although a 
dedicated S.A.R. machine, it still includes 
the weapons set on the same sprue as the 
engine covers, nose and other parts 
which distinguish it from the twin- 
engined AB 212/UH-1N, also previously 
issued by this company. It is cleanly 
moulded in light grey plastic and most of 
the engraved surface detail is quite fine, 
with the exception of the over-sized 
rivets on the tail boom. 

Instructions 

The instructions consist of a single A4 
sheet with the introduction, painting and 



decalling guide on the front, and four 
exploded-view construction stages on the 
reverse. All the drawings are simple and 
clear and include colour references for the 
detail painting and a key to the 
appropriate Humbrol paint numbers. 

Construction 

The whole construction process is very 
straightforward and the parts are all fairly 
simplified in appearance. The rotor head, 
for example, is a little too thick for 
complete accuracy and the interior detail 
just serves as a representation. 

The actual fit of parts is surprisingly 
good throughout most of the 
construction, especially the centre-line 
join of the fuselage and tail boom. The 
engine bay sits snugly on top of the cabin 
roof, but the fit of the exhaust plate at the 
rear leaves a gap where it should meet 
with the top of the fuselage and the root 
of the tail. The cabin doors take a little bit 
of effort to place correctly, but it is around 
the nose that the biggest problem occurs. 
The cabin and cockpit doors are all 
moulded in clear plastic to avoid the 
necessity of having to fit separate 
windows. With these doors and the 
windscreen glued into place and the top 
and bottom halves of the nose joined 
together, it should have been easy to 
attach the nose to the front of the 
fuselage. However, matching up the top of 
the nose to the bottom of the windscreen 
left a considerable gap where the 
underside should have fitted flush to the 

i 

fuselage, and filler is required. 



Accuracy 

The overall look of the finished model 
captures the lines of the real machine, but 
some of the oversized detail lets it down. 
Compromises have been made in the 
moulding so that the 'twin Huey' can be 
built from the same fuselage but with 
different engine covers and nose. The 
scale dimensions, according to the World 
Encyclopedia of Civil and Military 
Helicopters, are all very close; the main 
rotor diameter, for example, is only 0.05 
inches short of the correct scale length of 
8 inches, and the same is true of the 
fuselage length. 

Colour Options 

The only colour option given is for the 
German Special Search and Rescue scheme. 
This is overall white with broad black, red 
and yellow bands running around the main 
fuselage, and the same three colours along 
the tail. I used Halfords car paint to achieve 
a bright white that won't 'yellow' with age. 

Decals 

There are only nine decals on the sheet 
providing the coloured bands on the 



fuselage and the identification number 
and insignia on the tail boom. There is no 
stencilling. Depth of colour and clarity of 
printing are good on a thin carrier film 
with a satin finish. They conform 
reasonably well to the contours of the 
model as they dry, but the large three- 
colour bands which wrap around the 
fuselage can't easily follow the curves. 
They have to be split and trimmed in 
various places to get them to lay flat. 

Decal Rating = 7/10 

Conclusion and Recommendation 

There are better and more accurate kits of 
the 'Huey' available in this scale, though 
not with these colourful markings. The 
simplicity of construction and the over- 
scale thickness of many of the parts make 
it more robust than its competitors and 
perhaps more suitable for younger 
modellers to build and play with. 
However, I cannot recommend it for the 
'serious' modeller looking for accuracy.

The Kit 

This latest offering from Aeroclub comes 
in their usual stout box and everything is 
bagged up separately. The plastic pieces 
are cast in brown/beige plastic and display 
superb engraved details. There is a bag 
crammed full of very fine white metal 
castings that are a joy to behold. There is 
some minor flash and casting gates to be 



removed, but this is not a big job. The two 
j vac-formed canopies supplied are not to

I Construction

j Construction starts in the cockpit with the 
! floor, several other plastic parts and some 



delightful metal castings. These all need a 
little cleaning up. The metal Martin Baker 
Mk.2 ejection seat was painted black with 
olive seats and the seat belts in a tan colour. 
The belts are so well defined that it was 
pointless adding brass ones! The floor and 
interior was painted black and set aside to 
dry. I cut free the two fuselage halves and 
rubbed down the mating surfaces on a 
sheet of taut wet 'n dry to get a good fit. 
This done, I glued into place the completed 
floor section and added the well detailed 
instrument panel, which is a metal casting. 
The whole lot was then painted black, with 
white dials added to the raised details of 
the instrument panel. After adding plenty 
of weight in the nose, I joined the two 
fuselage halves together. A perfect fit here I 
am pleased to say. The two wing halves 
were more problematical! The metal inserts 
needed work on them and then the wing 
halves needed much filing and trimming to 
fit together. Even then, I had to use filler to 
fill the gaps. But I found that the fuselage to 
wing join was perfect with not even a trace 
of a gap! The tailplanes needed much 
trimming to the locating tabs to even get 
them to fit; this was more fiddly than 
difficult. I drilled out the four 20mm 
Hispano cannon ports in the nose using a 
fine bit. Now, onward to lots of lovely metal 
casting! I cleaned up all the main 
undercarriage legs, doors, main wheels and 



the nose wheel unit. The main wheels fit 
onto the main undercarriage legs and these 
need careful cleaning up. I painted the legs 
and wheel hubs using Humbrol Metalcote 
Polished Aluminium with Tyre Grey for the 
rubber tyres. I did the same to the nose 
wheel unit. All the wheel wells were also 
painted in Metalcote. The main wheels were 
superglued to the legs and then all the 
undercarriage was glued in place. Next all 
the cast metal undercarriage doors were 
glued in position. I added the metal under- 
wing pylons for the auxiliary fuel tanks 
next and then made up the two tanks from 
the plastic parts. I glued these two 100 
gallon tanks into place and then added the 
large centreline 180 gallon tank. The exact 
location of this and, the other auxiliary 
tanks is not over clear, and you must refer 
to the scale drawings and to other 
references to get it right. A bunch of small 
and delicate castings is added next, with 
care! Not included are the two upper 
fuselage antenna parts, so I used some 
brass rod and wire here. Last of all, I cut out 
and added the vac-formed cockpit canopy, 
fixing it in place with Clearfix. I used only a 
small amount of filler in the building of 
this model, a real surprise given that it was 
both a limited-run kit as well as a test shot! 

Accuracy 

According to my references the Gloster 
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Meteor F Mk 8 has a wing span of 37ft 2in, a 
length of 43ft 6in, a wheel track of 10ft 5in 
and a height of 13ft lOin. The model from 
Aeroclub scales out with a wingspan of 36ft 
lOin, a length of 43ft, a wheel track of 10ft 
with a height of 13ft. You can not ask for any 
better, me thinks - Brilliant! References used 
were 'The History of the RAF' and also that 
very handy CD-ROM disc 'Encyclopedia of 
Military Aviation - Warplanes'. 

Colour Options 

There are two colour options given. The 
standard Dark Green and Dark Sea Grey 
over polished aluminium or overall 
polished aluminium. I chose to opt for the 
aircraft of No. 616 Squadron with its 
Lincoln Green tail flash. It is finished Dark 
Green and Dark Sea Grey over aluminium 
and I used AeroMaster Warbird Acrylics 
with Humbrol Metalcote. I mixed the 
Lincoln Green using Windsor and Newton 
artist's acrylics. 

Decal Options 

There is an excellent decal sheet for aircraft 
of the following RAF squadrons No. 616, 
504, 66 and 77 Squadron, RAAF, Korea. It 
also includes such delights as lots of tiny 
stencil marks. Printed by Fantasy 
Printshop, they are well done with excellent 
registration and superb colour. In use, 



things were not so happy. Some broke up 
into tiny fragments as soon as they touched 
the water whilst others went on like a 
dream! So I am worried about just how to 
score them out of 10. 1 have never had this 
happen to me with other decals supplied 
with Aeroclub kits. 

Decal Rating = 4/10 

Conclusion and Recommendations 

Get one now! This is a smashing kit with 
plenty of scope for the super detailer. With 
care and attention I got a superb model to 



add to my collection. I am bothered by the 
'hit and miss' decals I must confess and as 
this was a test shot perhaps this is why they 
were so poor. The rest of the kit is 
absolutely brilliant. I have always been a fan 
of Aeroclub and this kit has strengthened 
my views no end. If you have never made a 
plastic and white metal limited-run kit 
before then this is the one to get. My sincere 
thanks are extended to John Adams of 
Aeroclub for his in-depth knowledge and 
help, especially on the interior paint finish 
of wheel bays etc. A hearty and unreserved 



recommendation to a wonderful kit, despite 
the indifferent quality of the decals.

Post Script 

I telephoned Aeroclub about the trouble I had 
experienced with the kit decals as a matter of 
courtesy. I understand that the problem has 
now been addressed and was as I had 
suspected, yes, a 'teething' problem! I was 
sent a new sheet of decals by return of post 
in any case.

The Kit 

There are fifty parts that come on three 
sprues of white plastic and one clear 
sprue. A fair amount of flash and mould 
lines needs to be cleaned off all parts. The 
clear canopies aren't the best I've seen, but 
to be fair they aren't the worst either, let's 
just say they're adequate. 

Instructions 

These are fairly basic showing three stages 
of construction which is all that's needed 
really. No colour references are given, just 
names. The decal placement and colour 
option guide is a little bewildering and 
only makes sense after reading through 
the whole lot several times, very carefully. 

Construction 

Nice and easy. Follow the instructions and 



everything falls into place. Internal detail 
is a little sparse but, due to the parasol 
nature of the wing, you can't see much 
inside the cockpit anyway. I needed quite a 
bit of filler on the top decking to main 
fuselage joint (parts 1A, IB and 1C) and 
on the over-complex, seven-part wing 
assembly, but everything else, once 
cleaned up, fitted OK. 

Accuracy 

Get the flags out! At last I've been sent a 
kit that I have some info on. 

Length should be 1 16mm while the 
span is 178mm. According to "The 
Encyclopedia of World Aircraft" (Blitz 
Editions), the length of the model is 
2.2mm short and the span is 1.5mm 
short. That's close enough for me! 

Colour Options 

Now listen up y'all! The instructions 
aren't the clearest in this respect so I will 
attempt to guide you through. There are a 
total of 9 options offered, so hold onto 
your hat, here we go: 

•l.'K8' in a mixture of 80% Satin 
Radome Tan and 20% Light Grey overall. 
Large red crosses are supplied as decals 
for above and below the wings, tailplanes, 
fuselage sides and rudder. 

•2. 'XI 04' in satin Russian Dark Green 
uppersurfaces and Medium Russian Blue 
undersides. 

•3.737' and in the same scheme as 
option 2. 

•4. 'Red 5' in the same scheme as 
option 2 but with red stars with black 
outlines. 

•5. 'Red 4' in the same scheme as 
option 4 but without the black outlines to 
the red stars. 



•6. This machine is the same as option 
2 but has red crosses in white discs above 
and below the wings and on the fuselage 
sides. 

•7. A Finnish machine, 'AVI 86', in the 
same scheme as option 2 but with a matt 
Medium Yellow fuselage band and wing 
tips. The distinctive blue swastikas are 
included on the decal sheet. 

•8. This is identical to option 7 but has 
the seriarAV187'. 

•9. An additional option is included but 
not numbered and is the same as option 
4, but with a black 2 on the rudder. 

I went for option 3 because it included 
a nice fully enclosed glazed canopy. There 
are different glazing configurations for 
each option so you will have to look out 

# 

for these when deciding on which 
scheme to build. It's all a bit Sherlock 
Holmes but the info's there, you just have 
to look for it! 

Decals 

There are a lot of images on this 75 x 
75mm sheet. They are covered by a 
continuous carrier film that needs careful 
pruning close to each image, and this will 
be tedious on the Russian stars. The 
decals are extremely thin but adhered 



well. Once dry, a fair amount of silvering 
occurred but this disappeared after a coat 
of Humbrol satin varnish was applied. 

Decal Rating = 8/10 

Conclusion and Recommendations 

A great end result and although the parts 
need a lot of cleaning and trimming, the 
construction is uncomplicated. What more 
could you ask for? Well actually, I would 
like to see aerial wire and rigging 
information in the instructions but this 
goes for every other manufacturer as well. 
Recommended to all but the very young.

The Kit 

Five sheets of vac-formed white plastic 
form the major parts of this kit, plus two 
sprues of limited run parts in a cream 
coloured plastic. The vac-formed parts are 
well moulded with recessed panel lines, 
however the plastic is quite thin, so it does 
tend to flex a lot. The injection parts all 
need cleaning up before they can be used 
as they have quite a lot of flash. The 
plastic used is also very brittle. 

Instructions 

There are two sets of instructions, one of 
which is for the standard Gulfstream G- 
IV, the other is for the SRA-4 version 
which is basically the same aircraft but 
with extra avionics bays and lots of extra 
blade antennas. The instructions for the 
SRA-4 version consists of one sheet of A4 
paper with, on one side, a set of 
three-view drawings for the paint scheme 
with the colours given by name, FS 
number and Humbrol paints. The other 



side of the sheet gives illustrations of the 
vac-form sheets and the injection 
moulded sprues with the part numbers 
on them to correspond with the two 

construction diagrams. 

The instructions for the standard G-IV 
vary in that there is a four-view set of 
diagrams instead of the three-view 
contained on the SRA-4 set. 

Construction 

I started, as I suspect most people do 
when vacforming, by cutting all the parts 
out. This didn't take long as the plastic is 
quite thin, and then I sanded the parts as 
construction proceeds. The cockpit came 
first and consists of two two-part seats, 
instrument panel, side wall consoles, 
control columns and cockpit glazing. Once 
this is all dry the cockpit assembly is 
squared up to the fuselage floor pan and 
two bulkheads. The fuselage came next 
and is vertically split into four pieces 
about two thirds of the way down the 
fuselage. This does mean that it tends to 
flex a lot, so care is needed to get the 
bulkheads and other internal detail fitted 
without twisting the fuselage, and extra 
support is essential at the vertical fuselage 
join. Wings come next and they are split 
into five pieces (excluding the wing 
finlets); three for the underside and two 
for the uppersurface. The wings fit 



together quite well but the wheel wells are 
almost paper thin so great care is needed 
here. Construction then moves onto the 
fin and horizontal stabilisers which build 
up easily. The engines are next with each 
consisting of nine pieces, again some of 
which are very delicate so care is needed. 

The undercarriage is made from the 
injection moulded parts which are brittle, 
so take your time as all the parts need a 
good cleaning up. Both sprues in the kit 
are identical so some of the parts are 
duplicated and it's not the end of the 
world if you break bits, but not all of 
them! The last main task is all the extra 
antennas which need a lot of cleaning up 
and a little care when affixing as some of 
the part numbers don't seem to 
correspond to the same parts on the 
instruction sheet. 

Filler is required on most of the major 
joins but if a bit of time and care is taken 
it's nothing too major. The smaller parts 
tend to go together quite well after a bit of 
dry fitting. 

Accuracy 

References to the SRA-4 version seem to 
be very few and far between so the 
dimensions I'm using are for the standard 
G-IV which are the same anyway. 
According to Jane's All The World's 
Aircraft 1989-90 the aircraft has a length 
of 88ft 4in and a span of 77ft lOin. The 
model scales out with a length of 86ft 3in 
and a span of 78ft 6in. When complete the 



kit certainly has the elegant appearance of 
the original. 

Colour Options 

Only one option is available for the SRA-4 
version, that of a Swedish Air Force 
aircraft in a two-tone grey. The 
instructions give the colours in both FS 
numbers and Humbrol tin numbers. 
Therefore for the upper surface I used 
Humbrol 127 (US Ghost Grey) and the 
lower surface 147 (Matt Light Grey). 

The standard G-IV option gives details 
of two possible versions, an Irish Air Corps 
aircraft in white and the same Swedish 
colour scheme as in the SRA-4 version. 

Decals 

There are no decals included in this kit, so 
all markings applied will have to come 
from your spares box, or an aftermarket 
source (e.g. Flying Colors). 

Conclusion and Recommendation 

Gulfstreams in this scale must be pretty rare 
so Broplan need to be congratulated for 
producing such a kit. I certainly can't 
recommend this to a novice or even the first 
time vac-former, as some experience is 
needed here. I've seen this kit retailing at 
shows for £34.95, which I feel is a lot to pay for 
a kit with no decals, but that's just my view!

injection moulded part of good quality. It 
is really thin and clear. MPM have replaced 
their usual vac-form canopies with these 
new injection moulded ones and this is a 
bold move which I am most impressed by. 
Everything was well packaged; the brass 
fret, acetate film and decals all being in 
sealed bags inside the main bag containing 
the plastic parts. This was fine, but the 
clear part was just left loose, and thus 



prone to scratches. The decals enclosed are 
for two aircraft, one Luftwaffe and one 
captured by the Soviet Air Force with a nice 
range of stencil markings as well. 

Instructions 

The instructions are in the form of a 
fold-out pamphlet that is of good clarity. 
The step-by-step stages are augmented by 
smaller detailed sketches of any difficult 
step within that stage. The parts map is 
noteworthy as it clearly shows the plastic, 
etched brass and acetate parts with a prefix 
letter, e.g.'L' for the brass bits and then a 
number. Excellent presentation this! Also 
there is a concise painting and decal 
location guide for both of the aircraft. Any 
painting required during construction is 
also well marked. All colours are called out 
in Humbrol paints and also in RLM codes, 
although this is only on the main painting 
guide. A short but accurate potted history 
is included. Well done, MPM! 

Construction 

The construction starts with the two 



seats. These were solidly set into the 
sprue. I set to with a fine hooked blade, 
and literally carved the seats free! This is 
a kit woodcarvers will enjoy, I thought to 
myself. Once painted RLM 66, each seat 
has a set of four seat belts to be added. 
These were firstly painted Olive Green for 
the webbing with silver buckles before 
being superglued into place. Now on to the 
cockpit tub itself, which again had to be 
cut from the sprue. There is brass detail 
aplenty here and I must say that this was 
the most trying part of the kit, and 
despite the use of fine tweezers and dental 
probes, I got superglued to the model a 
couple of times. There are four rudder 
pedals to make up, four side panels, with a 
multi-layered pair of instrument panels 
that include the etched film parts and 
more! It did all go together, eventually. All 
was painted RLM 66,with details picked 
out in red, white, silver and black. I then 
glued the two armoured plates into place 
and added the two control columns and 
seats. The latter were a tight fit and great 
care is needed at this point. The detail is

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fantastic, what a pity it is all but invisible 
once the model is completed. The rest of 
the model is a gift, but annoying in parts. 
I glued the cockpit tub in place, adding 
the plug that blocks the engine exhaust 
and the fit of both parts was poor. Next I 
glued the upper and lower fuselage halves 
together, having cut off four ejector-tower 
marks from the inner surfaces of the 
wings. The resulting fit was pretty good. 
For the next step the two halves of the 
rudder unit and of the tailwheel unit were 
both glued together. The completed units 
were then glued to the main body of the 
aircraft and I am pleased to say that these 
were both a good fit The nose spinner 
was difficult to remove and tiny too. Even 
smaller are the two minute brass propeller 
blades for this to complete the nose 
generator! After regaining my eyesight 
(and temper), I added the completed unit 
to the model's nose. I made up the wheels, 
which are in two halves, and added them 
to the trolley that was then glued into 
place. I had to drill a hole for the pitot 
tube in the wing and then glued the bit 
into place. Another hole was drilled for 
the FuG25a radio antenna underneath the 
wing and a piece of brass wire (or 
stretched sprue) of a 0.3mm diameter 
6mm long was glued in place. This is NOT 
supplied with the kit, but the dimensions 
and position are given clearly on the 
instructions. Finally, I added those 
wonderful cockpit canopies using Clearfix, 
and these proved to be a perfect fit. 

I must report that I had to use filler 
quite often, especially when I fitted the 
cockpit tub into the fuselage. I also 
blanked off the huge gap inside each 
wing with shaped plasticard because if 
you do not, the inside of each wing is 
clearly visible even with the canopies in 
place. Be warned! 




Accuracy 

The dimensions given in my references 
were a wing span of 30ft 7in and a length 
of 19ft 2in. This was for a standard 
Messerschmitt Me 163B of which the 
Me 163S was a conversion. The model 
scaled out at a wingspan of 30ft 6in with a 
length of 19ft. A most satisfactory state of 
affairs, as it could hardly be better. My 
references were 'Axis Aircraft of WW.2', 
'Warplanes of the Luftwaffe' and 'The Tank 
Magazine (Japan) - Special German 
Fighters 1914-1945'. 

Colour Options 

There are two colour options suggested for 
the Me 163S. One is for a Luftwaffe 
machine and one Russian. The Soviet 
aircraft is (Russian) Green on all top 
surfaces with (Russian) Pale Blue on the 
under surfaces. I was interested only in 
the Luftwaffe machine and I therefore 
painted it RLM 76 overall, with a splinter 
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Focke Achgelis Fa 223 'Drache'

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The Kit 

Huma Modell are a small German firm 
producing kits moulded on equipment 
equal to anything used by the major 
companies. Very finely moulded in a pale 
grey plastic, this kit is very detailed and 
delicate. Many parts are whisker thin and 
must be treated with respect! There is no 
flash present at all, with details beautifully 
engraved and a treat to see. The 
transparencies are quite thin but the 



glazing bars are a shade too heavy. Also 
they are loose with the other sprues and 
thus prone to damage. Decals are supplied 
for the prototype machine, an operational 
example and two captured machines; one 
RAF, and one USAAF. Optional parts are 
included to make either the winch- 
equipped machine or the long range 
version with a belly drop tank. Of the two 
machines captured by the Allies in 1945, 
one was flown from its base in Austria to 
the Airborne Forces Experimental 
Establishment at RAF. Beaulieu, Hampshire. 
Thus the Fa 223 entered the history books 
by becoming the first helicopter to fly 
across the English Channel. 

Instructions 

The instructions consist of two large 
fold-out sheets that are well illustrated 
with step-by-step diagrams. There is no 
parts map and this is annoying given the 
profusion of tiny thin parts that are 
microscopically numbered on the sprues! 
A detailed history of the type is given and 
is quite superb in every respect. Likewise 
the large, fold-out, full colour painting 



pattern of RLM 81/RLM 82on the upper 
surfaces and a dapple of RLM 82 over 
RLM 76 on the vertical fin. The nose 
generator was painted RLM 04. All the 
tyres were painted Tyre Black, with the 
main wheel hubs being quartered white 
and red. 1 painted the landing skid 
RLM 22. As usual, I used AeroMaster 
Warbird Acrylics for all the painting and 
detailing on this model. 

Decals 

These looked really superb, with good 
colour registration and no visible carrier 
film to speak of. There are the usual 
Luftwaffe markings as well as Soviet Stars 
and aircraft numbers for the Russian 
version. A goodly selection of small 
stencils (applicable to both aircraft) were 
also included. Now for a warning! These 
decals are ultra thin and cling like limpets 
once off the sheet. You just cannot move 
them! 1 lost the two fuselage crosses when 



and decal guide, is almost framable. 
Colours are given by RLM numbers only, 
no particular brand[s] are listed. My only 
quibble is that the decal placement for the 
two captured machines is totally ignored! 
Otherwise, superb instructions but see my 
comments when I came to use them, 'All 
that glitters is not Gold!' 

Construction 

I began in the cockpit by putting together 
the main floor, the two aft bulkheads, 
pilot's seat, joystick and (minute) rudder 
pedals. The instructions say parts 6 and 7 
fit as shown, WRONG! They are wrongly 
marked as 7 goes where part 6 should and 
vice versa. The pilot figure supplied is very 
poor so I opted to replace him and put in 
seat belts from the Reheat range. The 
complete unit and interior of both fuselage 
halves was then painted RLM 66 and once 
dry the unit was glued in to one of the 
fuselage halves. Next I painted the outside 
of the fuselage halves, especially around 
the four small windows, RLM 71 as one 
must stick these windows in place before 
carrying on! Once done, I glued the two 
fuselage halves together. I pressed on 
adding the spider's web of frail frames to 
make up the rest of the cockpit. Two decals 



I tried to position them, the things just 
' crumpled. I replaced them with slightly 
oversized crosses from my spares box. 
Thus warned I was VERY,VERY careful 
with all the remaining decals. These all 
went on without further loss. Even using 
lots of MicroSet, they still proved 
challenging to position although there was 
no adverse reaction to the MicroSet or Sol 
solutions. Being so thin, the decals really 
settled down to give that 'painted-on' look. 
Superb, but I do urge you to be most 
careful when applying them. 

Decal Rating = 10/10 
(with the above warning) 

Conclusion and Recommendation 

A very nice and accurate model of this 
late Luftwaffe glider/trainer. It is 
extremely tedious in that the plastic parts 
need a lot of cleaning up, not forgetting 
carving off the sprues. The brass fret is 
just superb, but here a lot of the parts are 
nearly microscopic and could so easily 
end up lost forever in that 'Great Haven of 
Lost Bits', the carpet! I had no such losses, 
fortunately! The decals do need the 
greatest of care but are of super quality. 
That said, I LOVED this kit! The mixed- 
media nature of it really appealed to me, I 
now have a fantastic looking Me 163S in 
my flightline of other Me 163 models, and 
it really stands out. 
, This all leads me to one conclusion. 
This is not one for the novice. It is a quite 
stunning little replica but I can very 
heartily recommend it only to the patient 
and experienced mixed-media modellers 
amongst you. 

My thanks to MPM Ltd. for the review 
sample. 
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are supplied for the instrument panels and 
once in place, I added more ultra thin 
frames to complete the cockpit area. 

Next I added the main rotor supports, 
main landing gear legs and the rudder. 
Now this is where I found my error, this 
model is a tail sitter with a vengeance! 
There is not much room for you to add 
weights, in fact none in the nose which is 
transparent. I gingerly tried out the idea 
of half an old car wheel balance weight 
placed nearly out of sight beside the 
pilot's seat. That, plus a lick of RLM 66 
sorted that problem out nicely ! There is 
no indication that a large weight is needed 
in the instructions and that is annoying. 
Most of the rest of the fragile parts that 
make up the rotor booms went together 
well but time and time again I found that 
the instructions were at odds with the 
actual parts. As before, the number of the 
part was different to the actual part and 
this error ran thoughout the instructions. 
I next assembled both of the rotors and 
once dry I glued them in place. The 
tailplane and its two fine struts came 
next, followed by the tail skid plus the 
main and nose wheels. I opted to add the 
winch rather than the drop tank. I added 
the minute foot holds to both sides of the 
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aircraft and again there is that annoying 
error in the instructions! Once painted I 
added the large main transparency using 
Clearfix as usual. 

The parts fit was perfect throughout 
and not a smudge of filler was required. 

Accuracy 

Dimensions for the Focke-Achgelis Fa 223 
are given as length 40ft 2in, a rotor 
diameter of 39ft 4in and a span over the 
rotor of 80ft 5in. This model scales out at 
a length of 40ft, a rotor diameter of 39ft 
6in and a span over the rotors of 80ft 3in. 
Need I say more, this is superb! My 
reference was 'Warplanes of the Luftwaffe'. 

Colour Options 

There are two colour options given. One is 
for the RLM 02 Grau overall prototype 
machine and the other is for the 
RLM 71/RLM 65 operational machine.I 
chose to use the latter scheme with 
RLM 66 for the interior. Details were 
painted in Tyre Black, red, Steel, red- 
brown, olive and silver. As usual I used the 
AeroMaster Warbirds Acrylics range of 




paints, plus Smoke by Tamiya Acrylics for 
the cooling grid around the engine 
compartment. 

Decal Options 

Four options are supplied. There are the 
Luftwaffe machines; the prototype 
DM+SP and the operational DM+SO 
(long range)/ST (winch fitted) spare 
letters are also supplied! The RAF and

The Kit 

The main parts of this kit are injection 
moulded in grey plastic and on the whole 
are clean and well detailed with very little 
flash. The cockpit area and part of the 
engine are supplied in resin and the 
cockpit is very well detailed. From the 
small etched brass sheet comes the 
instrument panel, undercarriage doors 
and aerials etc. and a crystal clear canopy 
is supplied in vac-form and there is a 
spare. All these are presented in a sizable 
open-ended box adorned with some 
decent artwork. 

The Instructions 

An eight-page, A5 booklet, with step by 
step construction diagrams makes the 
process simple and easy to follow. There is 
no parts numbering or parts guide which 
would help the novice modeller but this 



was not a problem. The colour notes for 
the three options and a short history 
complete the booklet. The latter I found 
invaluable as this is not a widely known 
aircraft. 

Construction 

As mentioned, the cockpit is very highly 
detailed but has only five major 
components! The floor, firewalls, radio 
and so on are moulded in a single piece 
and only the seat, two side walls and the 
instrument panel need to be added. The 
latter was painted black and the acetate 
instrument film applied to the rear. I 
superglued the remainder of the cockpit 
together and then painted the whole thing 
Interior Green and dry brushed with light 
blue to give it a 'used' look. The seat belts 
were added from the etched brass sheet 
along with the instrument panel and that 
was that. The remainder of construction 
was straightforward as with most WWII 
fighter aircraft. The resin engine part 
needed some trimming to allow the 
fuselage to close around it, but otherwise 
the tit of all the parts was good and 
virtually no filler was required. The only 
addition I made to my model was to give 
the wheel wells some walls so that the 
interior of the wing could not be viewed. 
The large glazing for the canopy is a good 
fit and shows off the excellent interior 
very well. 

Accuracy 

The sit and shape of the model looks 
right and is very detailed. Dimensionally 
my model measured a tad under 153mm 
in span that equates accurately to the 
10.9m of the original and in length was 
just 1mm short at 1 19mm for the 
original's 8.64m, but that is splitting 
hairs. It is very good. 



USAAF markings are supplied for the two 
captured helicopters. 

The decals showed little or no carrier 
film and were quite thin. They were also 
well printed and registered, though the 
USAAF markings were a little blurred. 
Mine went on with no trouble at all. I had 
to add swastikas from the spares box as 
the supplied black and white boxes in this 
kit are quite wrong (They reflect the 



Colour Options 

Three are supplied that chart virtually the 
entire career of this 'rejected' fighter. 
Found to be fast enough but poor in the 
turn, the USAAC used it only briefly as a 
stop-gap home defence fighter at the time 
of Pearl Harbour before offering the 
airframes to the British. The first option 
covers one of the few machines (BW209) 
used in Canada for training and features 
the Dark Green and Dark Earth 
camouflage on the topside with Sky 
undersides. After the British authorities' 
indifferent appraisal of the Vanguard the 
remaining 100 plus airframes were offered 
to the Chinese and the second option 
reflects the fate of most of these fighters 
by ending up with their Olive Drab and 
Neutral Grey colour scheme adorned with 
the markings of the Chinese Air Force, 
circa 1942. The final option is an 
American Army Air Corps P-66 with the 
white star in six positions based in 
Marachi in October 1942, prior to being 
handed over to the Nationalist Chinese. 
The latter was my choice and Humbrol 66 
((Olive Drab) was used for the upper 
surfaces and Humbrol 176 (Neutral Grey - 
deleted) for the undersides. The 



anti-swastika law that applies in a number 
of European countires -Ed)! There was no 
adverse effect to Micro Sol\Set solutions. 

Decal Rating = 8/10 

Conclusion and Recommendations 

A superb model that will tax your skills 
and nerves! I must say that the model is a 
cuss to build , NOT because of bad parts 
fit or lack of location points, but because 
the bulk of the parts are so whisker-thin 
and fragile. I urge you to use your best 
tweezers, a new blade and Polyweld. Above 
all else take your time and I can assure 
you that you will build a superb model. Do 
add plenty of weight and watch out for the 
mistakes in the instructions as I have 
indicated. 

All in all a most impressive model and 
one to be proud of given all due care, 
attention and patience. While not a model 
for the beginner, I can heartily and 
warmly recommend it to most modellers.

Decals 

These are supplied by Propagateam and 
are very thin and adhere well to the 
surface of the model; very well, in fact, 
and re-positioning once on the model is 
difficult. The white stars do not allow the 
surface colour to show through and the 
only fault I could find was that my set 
were printed a little offset so as to leave a 
white crescent around the edge of the blue 
roundel that needed to be trimmed off. 

Decal Rating = 8/10 

Conclusion and Recommendation 

Very simple in construction with no 
hidden vices but builds into a very fine 
and detailed model. I highly recommend 
this one to all. It is a cracker! and an 
unusual subject to boot. I believe it is 
only the second model from this 
manufacturer, and I would say that on the 
strength of this one they have got their 
products just right.

The Kit 

The kit comes in the usual large Revell 
cardboard box. Inside is a large decal sheet 
printed in Italy, an A4 instruction sheet and a 
large plastic bag containing the injection 
moulded model. Inside the bag are two dark 
green moulded sprues, another bag 
containing another two sprues and a third 
bag with the transparency sprue inside. 
Detail comprises recessed panel lines with 
small recessed dots to represent screwed 
panels and rivets, and a little raised detail. No 
flash was visible, although a couple of sink 
marks are obvious on the air brake panels 
and the wings and tail show a few stress 
marks, but nothing to worry about. Weighted 
tyres are included on the sprues but there are 
no pilot figures included (quite normal these 
days). Options include wheels up or down, air 
brakes open or closed, flight refuelling probe 
in or out and canopy open or closed. The 
wings are designed to swing and the 
weapons pylons can also be moved 
separately. The rudder is fixed while the 
elevators are designed to move. Underwing 
stores supplied include two underwing fuel 
tanks, two sidewinder missiles, one ECM 
pod, one BOZ 101 pod and a choice of either 
a reconnaissance pod or a 'buddy' fuel tank 
on the centre pylon. 

The Instructions 

Instructions are on a total of twenty-two 
sides of A4. Eighteen languages are catered 
for so it whittles down a bit to 1/4 side A4 
devoted to history and a little data and a 
couple of paragraphs to assembly and decal 
application. A page is given for paint colours, 
another for a sprue plan, ten sides to fifty-five 
stage exploded assembly diagrams with 
detail painting instructions, and five sides 
given to weapons painting and decal 
application and options. 

Construction 

Assembly starts with the cockpit interior, 
which comprises the cockpit floor, two 
four-piece detailed ejection seats (including 
moulded seat harnesses), control columns 
and instrument panels. Rudder pedals are 
moulded into the floor. The cockpit interior 
was painted with Humbrol 60/40 Matt Ocean 
Grey and Matt White mix with Olive Green 
floors, black control sticks, silver rudder 
pedals and the instrument detail picked out 



in Anthracite. The instrument detail is raised 
and is quite easy to dry brush but you can 
also use the six decals provided. I did both 
just to try out the decal sheet. The nose wheel 
bay is then glued to the cockpit underside 
and the two halves of the nose joined after 
adding the cockpit to the right nose section. 
The fit is quite good needing only a little 
rubbing down to hide the joins. The radio 
panel between the two cockpits is then 
added. Mine needed a little trimming to fit 
correctly. At this stage you are supposed to 
add the HUD unit but I left mine off until 
later. At least ten grams of weight need to be 
added to the nose before gluing it into 
position. 

The wings are assembled next, first 
adding the weapons pylons to the lower wing 
halves. These are not glued but held in place 
by a plastic peg on the pylon (take care, I 
broke one) and a plastic circlip pushed on 
where the peg comes through the wing. This 
allows the pylons to be manually moved to 
suit the wing positions. The top wings are 
then added and left to dry. The rear fuselage 
has the wheel bays added, the wing 
fillets/seals glued into place and left to set. 
The top part of the fuselage has a fillet added 
for the wing swivel mechanism, the swing 
wings are fitted into the lower fuselage but 
not glued. 

The elevators are joined by a fishplate 
which has to have the ends melted over and 
then put into the lower fuselage again 
without gluing. The top and bottom halves 
are then joined. The joints are quite good and 
need only a little rubbing down. However the 
elevator pivot pins are so thin that they will 
not last long before breaking. I ended up 
gluing mine as the starboard pin broke. 

The jet-pipes were assembled next after 
painting the turbine blades aluminium, the 
insides of the tailpipes Anthracite, heat 
shield Steel and the nozzles a Steel and Earth 
Brown mix. The tail-pipes fitted with no 
problems. The rudder was glued together 
and left to set while the nose section was 
joined to the fuselage. A little rubbing down 
was needed to help hide the join. The rudder 
was then added and a little more rubbing 
down was needed on the spine joint, but 
otherwise it's a good fit. 

Next on the instruction were the air 
intakes which were a little fiddley for my 
liking and my port intake had a small piece 



of its top edge missing. Once dry they were 
fitted to the fuselage and are a little wide, 
need rubbing down and the panel detail re- 
scribing. The nose wheel assembly was then 
tackled and fitted with no problems. The 
main undercarriage legs were then 
assembled and glued into position. I found 
that the support strut (part 66) was too long 
and did not line up with its mounting hole in 
the wheel well. Maybe it was my fault but the 
undercarriage was assembled as per the 
drawings which were confusing as they 
appeared to be reversed. 

I deliberately left off all the small 
components like the navigation lights, aerials 
and doors until I had painted and decalled 
the model to prevent too much being 
knocked off while doing something else. I 
now added the flight refuelling probe fairing. 
I had to cut off the locating pips as I forgot to 
pre-drill out the holes from the inside of the 
starboard nose as per the instructions. The 
fuselage air brakes were put into position 
while the model was painted prior to gluing 
them in the open position. If you decide to 
have them closed a little work trimming 
them to fit flush will be needed. 

At this stage I painted the model its 
two-tone green and dark grey camouflage 
and once dry gave it a coat of Johnson's Klear 
to seal the paint and give a good surface for 
the decals which I then applied. I ended up . 
gluing the weapons pylons into place as I 
managed to break one and the other on the 
starboard wing fell out, its plastic circlip 
having failed to hold it in place. 

The fuselage weapons pylons, 
undercarriage doors, flight re-fuelling probe, 
weapons and the aerials and navigation 
lights were then added. Finally the HUD and 
canopy were fitted in the open position to try 
and show off the detailed interior. The 
canopy and windshield were a good fit on my 
model. The completed model was given a 
coat of matt varnish to dull it down a bit. 

Accuracy 

Jane's World Aircraft quotes the span as 
13.9m (45ft 7 1/4 in) and the length as 16.7m 
(54ft 9 l/2in). The model captures the overall 
shape and look of the full size version, 
scaling up to span: 14.1m and length 17.1m. 
This works out at 20cm too wide and 40cm 
too long. Revell's own measurements scale up 
to: span 14.5m and length 17.4m. 

Colour Options 

There are three colour options, all based on 



green and dark greys. Some FS and RAL 
numbers are given. Revell paint colours 
listed are: matt grey, matt white, Anthracite, 
Bronze Green, matt yellow, aluminium, Steel, 
Dust Grey, Ochre Brown, matt tar black, clear 
red, clear gloss, Sea Green, Wood Brown, 
Greenish Grey, Granite, Carmine Red, Olive 
Grey, Beige, Matt Earth Brown, silver and 
Gloss Blue. 

Decals 

A large matt decal sheet with little carrier 
film evident is supplied with the kit giving 
three options: 

•1. Jagdbombergeschwader 31 'Bolelcke', 
Goose Bay, Canada 1990 

•2. Jagdbombergeschwader 34, 
Memmingen 1998 

•3. Aufklungsgeschwader 5 1 'Immelmann, 
'Tigermeef 1998, Landsberg, Lech. 

My lasting memories of Revell decals are 
that they are thick, brittle and difficult to get 
to adhere to the surface you want them to. 

The decals in this kit are matt, thick but 
react well to Micro Set and the carrier film is 
minimal. There was no cracking or splitting I 
am pleased to say and they slid off the 
backing sheet after only a few seconds in 
tepid water. The port tailfin decal is fine and 
fits well but the starboard decal is a couple of 
mm too tall, making a little trimming 
necessary to disguise it. Black walkway panel 
line markings are supplied as straight lines, 
so if you decide to use them you have to work 
out where they go and cut them to suit. The 
rest of the decals are acceptable. Many happy 
hours can be spent applying all the tiny little 
decals supplied but Revell still need to 
improve the quality of their decals a bit. 

Decal Rating = 7/10 

Conclusion and Recommendations 

I am not keen on the Revell boxes but on 
opening this one up and looking at the crisp 
clean mouldings on the sprue, I could not 
wait to get started. I did however force myself 
to go through the instructions carefully first 
to try and forestall any problems. The only 
flash was on the starboard cockpit edge. 

I enjoyed making this one and apart from 
the niggles like the weapons pylons and the 
elevator pivots breaking it is a very good 
model of the Tornado as no filler was needed 
at all. Highly recommended to all.

The Kit 

Inside the colourful box of what is a most 
exiting new kit, is a set of finely moulded 
parts in a light grey plastic. These are in 
their own bag, and the decals AND the 
transparencies are also separately bagged! 
Well done, Academy! The panel line 
engraving and the fabric effect is 
extremely good. There are ejector-pin 
marks on some of the parts, but these are 
quite shallow and there is no flash present 
at all. The option to build the post-war 
French MS500/502 Criquet built by 
Morane-Saulnier is also included. In fact, 
there are several options i.e. tailskid or 
tailwheel to chose from. Have they 
thought of everything? It would appear so, 
as there is even a tiny tube of glue! Decals 
are provided for two Luftwaffe aircraft 
and one post-war French Air Force 
machine. 

Instructions 

The instructions are in the usual fold - out 
sheet with a step-by-step format. All 
painting during construction is clearly 
marked, as are the parts required to build 
the Luftwaffe aircraft or the post-war 
French machine. A good painting guide is 
included with full decal placement, 
however I noted one error in the scheme 
used for the Afrika Korps /Desert 
campaign. More on this later. The paints 
are called out by colour and also RLiVI 
code where applicable. No manufacturer is 
named, so do not expect any Humbrol etc. 
codes. A very short but just passable 
history of the type is given and an 
excellent parts map is also included.

Construction 

As usual, things begin in the cockpit with 
the floor, pilot's seat, the gunner's seat 
and the control column. These were 
painted (as was the interior of the 
fuselage) RLM 02 with a black control 
column and the seat cushions a red-brown 
shade. I added a full brass seat belt set for 
the pilot from the Reheat range. The 
instrument panel went in next, painted 
black with the dials painted on to the 
nicely raised detail, as there is no decal 
supplied for this part. These all in place, I 
glued the two halves of the fuselage 
together. Now for the tricky sticky bit! 
There are five clear parts to glue together 
before fitting them to the fuselage! I chose 
the roof part for the armed version, yes 
you get a choice! I carefully added the 
interior bracing piece that I had pre- 
painted RLM 02 using the very minimum 
of Poly Weld on a fine brush. I then added 
the machine gun in similar manner. I 
opted to use the same to glue in all the 
rest of the clear parts, applying it VERY 
CAREFULLY to the edge of each piece to 
avoid fogging. Everything fitted together 
very well with no gaps or fogging! I was 
prepared to use Clearfix, but then I 
realised that the cockpit had the locating 
lugs for the wings on the roof. I had my 
doubts that this would have taken the 
load, from past experience! This 
completed, I made up the nose, and added 
this and the tailplanes next. I now painted 
the fuselage and glazing bars as it would 
be nearly impossible to do once the wings 
and associated struts are in place. While 
the paint was drying, I made up the wings 
and pre-painted all the struts. The wings 
and their struts all went together very 
well, apart from the rather slack wing-to- 
cockpit joints. I had to use some filler 
here. The stalky undercarriage went 
together very well and I then chose the 
tail skid on my model. All the other 
optional parts went into the spares box! 
Lastly, I added the aerials, main wheels 
and the propeller to the model. 

Accuracy 

The dimensions for the Fieseler Fi 156 
Storch are given as a wing span of 46ft 
9in, a length of 32ft 5.76in and a height of 
10ft Oin. This new kit by Academy scales 
out at a wing span of 46ft, a length of 31ft 
6in, and a height of 9ft 6in. A little 
underscale overall therefore. It does have 
the 'correct' look and I think it is quite

acceptable! References used were 
'Warplanes of the Luftwaffe, 'Das Afrika 
Korps Vol. 2' and "Axis Aircraft of WW.2'. 

Colour Options 

The schemes given are for an aircraft on 
the Eastern Front, one of the North Africa 
campaign and for the post-war French 
machine. While I have no 'argument' with 
the Russian Front OR the French paint 
work, I do with the Africa Korps/tropica 
scheme. It is wrong. RLM 02 was only 
used on a few Bf 109E/G fighters with 
RLM 79 on the wings, the fuselage sides 
being RLM 71/80. The instructions give a 
scheme of RLM 79 with RLM 02 squiggles 
on all upper surfaces and sides with 
RLM 76 under surfaces. The standard 
scheme, adopted from the start by the 
RLM was 78/79/80. 1 therefore chose to 
paint my model RLM 79 with RLM 80 
patches and RLM 78 under surfaces. I 
gave it a white theatre band and all praise 
to Academy here, as they even tell you the 
band should be 7mm wide! I painted the 
rudder white, like some Fi 156 aircraft 
photographed in 'Das Afrika Korps 2'. All 
paints used were from the AeroMaster 
Warbird Acrylic range with the metallic 
paints coming from Tamiya. 

Decal Options 

Decals are supplied for the two Luftwaffe 
aircraft, North African (1941) SF+RL and 
the Eastern Front (1942) L2+BA as well as 
the French Air Force (1947) N-609 
aircraft. They are well printed and well 
registered with very little carrier film 
visible. I found them commendably thin 



and they also went on like a dream. My 
only moan is that they are exceedingly 
glossy. There was no adverse reaction to 
MicroSet/Sol solutions, and this bedded 
them down even better! There were no 
swastikas supplied. I used the correct 
type, without any outlines, for this 
theatre, and these came from an 
AeroMaster sheet. 

Decal Rating = 8/10 

Conclusions and Recommendations 

I am very enthusiastic about this kit, it 
really is quite superb. It is well detailed 
and goes together really well. At first I was 
worried about all that clear plastic I had 
to glue together to form the huge cockpit 
canopy. It all went together, with care, 
quite easily in the end. The main 
complaint is the mistake about the North 
African campaign camouflage, so look to 
your references here. We are not told if the 
model is of the Fi 1 56B, C, D, or E, but I 
would say it was the C-3. There is no 
option to add a dust filter either, which 
was so typical for desert aircraft. These 
very minor quibbles aside, a very fine 
model can be built from this kit. I do urge 
you to go out and get a fistful of them 
before I buy them all up. This is bound to 
be a popular kit with all modellers. 

Highly recommended and well done 
Academy.

Each colour comes in a 22ml 
plastic screw-top bottle. 
The aroma is not 
overpowering, unlike a 
number of acrylics, and 
the colour density is very 
good indeed. I found the 
colours spray well, with 
the addition of a bit of 
screenwash to 'smooth' the 



achieved. The manufacturer also offers a 
full colour chart which not only includes 
all the shades available from them, but 
also a cross-reference list that compares 
the colours with the Humbrol, Tamiya, 
Gunze and Testors paint ranges. 
Hopefully this range will soon be 
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flow. They can be brushed, 
and are amongst the best I 
have come across in this 
manner of application. 
Although the colours are 
listed as 'water soluble', 
there is a specific thinner

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The year was 1918 and the marginal air superiority of the RNAS over 
the cold grey waters of the North Sea was about to be threatened by 
the advent of a new aircraft from the drawing boards of Heinkel and 
Klemm with the introduction of the Hansa Brandenburg W.29. 
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he pilots of both sides were calling 
for more speed, manoeuvrability 
and increased armament and for 
the Germans, this monoplane 
seaplane was to give precisely that, enabling 
them to counter the heavily armed and fast 
Felixstowe and Curtiss flying boats which 
were difficult to intercept and shoot down. 
These had roamed the waters with 
impunity. The first recorded combat 
resulted in three Felixstowe F.2A flying 
boats being forced down by four W.29's 
commanded by Oberleutnant zur See 
Friedrich Christiansen whose aircraft is one 
of the options offered in this kit. 

Major air battles were fought over an area 
known as the 'Spider's Web' bordered in the 
North by Felixstowe and Zeebrugge in the 
South, with large flights of aircraft, (fifteen 
plus) fighting it out and being reminiscent 
of the confrontations taking place further 
inland. There is no doubt that the flight

monoplane made such an impression on the 
authorities that over 300 aircraft were 
ordered and it went on to serve in the air 
services of Denmark, Finland, Latvia, 
Norway and Japan.

attempts they have not been successful. 
l/72nd scale has been better served, so this 
kit appeared to be the one! 

Although I got a glimpse of this kit at 
the Duxford air show it was not until this 
model appeared on my workbench that I 
was able to compare it with drawings and 
Oh Brother! it had problems. Don't get me 
wrong, it looks right, but the depth of the 
fuselage is incorrect and it needs deepening 
by 20 thou. This is not much of a problem 
as the under surfaces of the fuselage are 
completely clear (more of this later). 

Using 20 thou plastic card I skinned the 
bottom of the fuselage, sticking the front 
first where it curves up to the radiator and 
allowing to dry. When thoroughly dry the 
remainder was fixed using polystyrene 
cement and curving in towards the tail, 
when once again it was put to one side and 
allowed to dry. It was then filled and 
sanded smooth and the new locating holes 
for the wings were drilled in the fuselage 
sides. With the engine installed the radiator 



needed to be extended and filled. The 
rudder also required a little modification. 

The wings are large mouldings, rather 
heavy with thickish trailing edges. I am not 
sure about the washout of the wings but it 
looks a little overdone. I used my Olfa 'P

The Mercedes engine provided in 
the kit needs the exhausts to be fitted on 
the port side and the carburettors on the 
starboard side. Check your drawings. I had 
difficulty in fitting the engine into the 



fit, so these platforms were discarded. As I 
had earlier deepened the fuselage, the 
engine had to be cut back at the front. The 
fuselage sides were glued together and 
when filled and tidied up, the engine was 
slid into position and fixed using superglue.

cutter' to emphasis the line of the ailerons 
and when the markings were applied 
things looked a little better. 

Referring back to the engines this had 



cowling. Two platforms are provided to seat 
the engine, but when the fuselage sides 
were brought together the engine would not 



I had fitted the motor with exhausts cut 
from brass tubing and gave them a coat of a 
mixture of matt black, silver with a touch of 
Rust. A brass line from the radiator was laid 
across the top of the engine. 

Earlier I had used the black and silver 
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77?e fuselage in the specially built jig to assist me during the attachment of the wings and floats (my 
'other' pair of hands!) 

brass fret. I used a pattern from a Dragon 
Fokker D.VII kit to roll the gun barrels and 
it's a godsend, perfect gun barrels every 
time. If you can lay your hands on one of 
these patterns hang on to it! On the 
Parabellum the magazine and ammunition 
belt were now fitted and the stock of the 
gun and the handgrip were given a touch of 
Wood Brown paint. A nice touch is the 
provision of resin gun muzzles for both 
types of gun, these are terrific! At last you 
can put the drills away. The gun ring was 
then painted and installed, the actual gun 
mounting was painted, folded and put to 
one side for later, as the model requires a 
lot of handling and this part is particularly 
fragile. The Spandau guns were made and 
fitted with no problems; if you are a little 
hesitant about using the brass guns they do 
supply resin alternatives which, when 
painted up, look pretty good. However, it 
you want to use white metal then our 
friends at Aeroclub can supply a very nice 
Parabellum with magazine and gun ring. 
After painting them in the appropriate 
colours I now fitted some of the smaller 
brass bits, handholds, inspections hole 
covers, etc. 

Decals 

Models of WWI aircraft are fairly fragile in 
comparison with the more modern types 
and they do require careful handling, so to 
reduce this I apply the decals as I go along. 
A couple of words of caution about 
applying the decals to the mainplanes and 
tailplane! Firstly, the decals themselves.

The Naval lozenge has only two colours, the 
dark grey and the blue, the third lozenge is 
clear and the painted colour shows 
through, so please make sure the wings 
and tailplane are in their finished colour 
before applying the decal. One thing that 
did surprise me was that they do not 



them a coat of (Johnsons) Klear as they are 
also very large; take care and float them off 
the backing sheet. Once on the wing they 
positioned easily, but they will break if 
pulled, so easy does it! 

I now applied the decals for the fuselage 
and rudder, and of the two sets provided I

chose those of Oberleutnant zur See 
Friedrich Christiansen, whose aircraft 
No.2512 had his personal marking of an 
initial C in a black diamond on a white field. 

Floats 

The next stage was to start to put the floats 
and their complicated struts together. To 
make this a little easier I made up yet 
another jig to hold the floats so that the 
struts could be fitted. (Thank goodness for 
card-faced foam!) It was at this stage that I 
found another small, but very irritating, 
problem. Remembering that I had skinned 
the underside of the fuselage I thought that 



When putting them together there are 
two basic assemblies to the float and wing 
struts, those to the fuselage and those to 
the wings. Start with the fuselage struts, 
the "V" struts to the inner holes of the 
fuselage fore and aft, then the ( N' shaped 
struts from the floats to the outer holes. 
Make sure that you give these assemblies 
plenty of time to set and cure. Regarding 
the 'N' struts, on the actual aircraft there 
are two steps on the leading struts to allow 
crew access to the wing root when 
boarding. Surprisingly these are not in the 
kit and have to be scratchbuilt either with 
plastic rod or some spare brass. 




Finally, the fuselage and floats are joined 



I had covered up the locating holes for the 
'V struts between the floats, but I could 
not remember any. Luckily I was able to 
check with another unmade kit and I 
found that no holes were indicated so I 
referred to Datafile No.55 on the W.29 by P. 
M. Grosz published by Albatross 
Productions which has excellent drawings 
in both l/72nd and l/48th scales. So mark 
and drill locating holes for the 'V struts 
and the 'N' shaped struts; all other location 
points are indicated. 



supply lozenge markings for the tops of the 
floats. These are shown on most of the 
photographs that I have seen of this 
aircraft. The other word is that these decals 
are very thin and therefore I had given 



I think that a lot of modellers will agree 
with me that a degree of cack-handedness 
goes with the hobby, so at this point 
disaster struck and I was reminded of the 
care that is required when handling the 
model. I did not account for the weight of 
the floats when fitting it and the whole 
thing crashed onto the bench. Amazingly 
among the disintegrated model only one 
strut was broken so it was basically a re- 
assembly job (Phew!) 

Wings 

Now to those heavy wings. The port wing 
was offered up and fixed to the fuselage; 
this was supported with pieces of card to 
obtain the correct dihedral, and the 
underwing struts, that I had prepared 
earlier, were installed. Like all good models 
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this was not as easy as it sounds. There are 
three struts to each wing, each slightly 
longer than the other. When I removed 
them from the sprue I cleaned them up 
and painted the ends of the struts where 
they joined the wing, marking the part 
number on each strut, the longest No.7 
going to the rear of the mainplane. The 
whole process was repeated for the 
starboard wing. When they were all dry 1 
completed painting the remainder of the 
struts and I used an old number Humbrol 
27 (Blue Grey Matt). 

Final Details 

The final touches were now applied. The 
gun mounting and the Parabellum were 
fitted as were two metal brackets; one port 
and one starboard. Please do not ask me 
what they are as I haven't a clue, something 
to do with photo-recce perhaps? The 
rudder was re-fitted and its cables and the 
aileron cables were installed using pieces of 
stretched sprue. The last thing was to make 
a windscreen for the pilot's cockpit using a 
small piece of clear plastic. My completed 
model was displayed on a scratchbuilt 
launching dolly that I had made for 
another seaplane model. 



Conclusion 

Alright, so I encountered a number of 
problems with this kit, but I cannot deny 
that I thoroughly enjoyed building it and I 
am very satisfied with the completed 
model. Flashback are to be congratulated 
with its introduction; it has been waited 
for, for a long time. Good value at £19.95, 
even considering the inaccuracies 
mentioned earlier, I can't wait for what's 
next from this firm.

Construction 

s with most resin kits, 
construction begins with a 

J thorough cleaning of all the 
M components. First I gave them a 
bath in warm soapy water and then 
allowed them to air dry. I then began to 
trim away flash and cleaned up all the 
small parts with an X-acto knife. The 
cockpit tub and ejection seat were the first 
items for painting. I painted the interior 
tub with Testors Navy Aggressor Gray 
enamel and then painted the instrument 
panels with Grunze Sangyo acrylic flat 
black. The instrument panel dials were 
painted with the appropriate colours (The 
May 1998 edition of Scale Aviation 
Modeller International had some very 
good illustrations) and then coated with 
Testors Lacquer Glosscoat to emulate the 
glass dials. The ejection seat provided 
(Martin-Baker Mk 5) is accurate and well 
detailed. It is made up of two white metal 
parts and one resin component. I added 




some belts and harnesses from the etched 
brass True Details ejection seat set. I 
painted the seat the appropriate colours 
for a US Naval aircraft of the period. 
There are only a few good shots of the 
Demon ejection seat, but I went to town a 
little on it. The tub and seat were allowed 
to dry overnight and then my attention 
turned to the fuselage halves. 

Fuselage 

he fit of the fuselage halves was 
reasonably good but some of the 
arresting hook bay detail had 
been lost in the moulding process. 
This was going to be an area that needed 
some extra detail and filler. I began by 
sanding the edges down for a snug fit. I

then dry-fitted the fuselage halves and 
superglued them in place with the cockpit 
tub. This went together with no incident, 
but the details in the hook bay had to be 
added along with the kit parts. I used 
sheet card to scratchbuild the rudimentary 
construction of the bay. I then added the 
'V shaped resin kit part and proceeded to 
sand down the area to a smooth finish. 
Once all was in order I began to fill the 
appropriate seams and imperfections. 
With such a detailed surface (especially 
the engraved panel lines, rivets etc.) there 
were some imperfections in the resin 
halves, but nothing that could not be 
remedied with either gap-filling superglue 
or Acryl-green spot putty (my filler of 
choice). Sanding was arduous but it paid 
dividends in the end. 

Wings 

s the photos will show the wings 
went on rather well, but there 

J was a small gap (about 1.5mm) 
■I where they met with the 
fuselage. This is one of the critical 
junctures of this kit and extra time spent 
here will give good results. I repeatedly 
sanded and refilled the gap until it was 
satisfactory and then re-engraved some of 
the lost panel lines. A good tip at this 
stage, and for that matter on any kit, is to 
use masking tape when you fill an area. 
Mark off the area that you want filled and 
then spread the putty over it. When it is 
still wet, pull off the masking tape and

t 




you should have neat lines of filler in the 
required area. This eliminates a good 
portion of the sanding and can be a real 
time-saver! (Better still, replace the 
masking tape with a waterproof version a 
little further out from the filler and 
proceed to do your sanding. This will 
reduce the lose of surface detail during 
this stage also - Ed). I then proceeded to 
prime the whole airframe with Sem 
Flexible Primer. Once dry (it takes an hour 
or two) I checked the surface for 
imperfections and dealt with them 
accordingly. When I was satisfied with the 
surface I gave it a slight polish with Novus 
plastic polish. I airbrushed the flaps, tail, 
wings, and underside with Testors Gloss 
White (scale tint). White is always difficult

to get to cover an area well so I put on 
about three coats and let the airframe dry 
for 48 hours. Now the airframe was ready 
for painting. 

Painting 

proceeded to mask off the aircraft's 
white areas and airbrush the rest of 
the aircraft in Testors Gloss Gull 
Gray. Once this was dry (again about 
48 hours) I masked off the nose area and 
airbrushed the radome Gunze Sangyo 
gloss black and the anti-dazzle area 
around the windscreen with Gunze flat 
black (Gunze Sangyo paints dry very 
quickly which comes in handy at times). 

Once everything was dry I gave a mist 
coat of Testors Lacquer Glosscoat to ensure 
the decals have a good surface to adhere 
to. A mistake I made after all the detail 
parts were added was that there were bare 
metal areas of the airframe and I had 
forgotten to paint these! The leading edge 
of the main wings and tail and the lips 
around the intakes are bare metal and I 
had to add these at the end. The good side

of the story was it turned out well. One of 
the qualms I have with this kit is that the 
manufacturer does not mention the bare 
metal areas around the lip of the intakes 
or the leading edge of the wings in the 
painting instruction - so be forewarned. 

Undercarriage and Detail Parts 

here were some fiddly parts but 
nothing that should give any 
experienced modeller trouble. 
The exhaust afterburner can 
needs to be carefully trimmed as one can

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The model together, with the fuselage already primed and checked prior to the next assembly stages 



see from the photograph. But otherwise, 
the two-piece assembly fits into the 
airframe well, but just keep the vertical 
axis of the aircraft in perspective when 
you attach this part and the main and 
nose landing gears. The afterburner can 
was painted a combination of Testor's 
Aluminium Plate, Magnesium, and 
Exhaust Buffing Metalizers, which 
produced the right effect. The wheels are, 
of course, in resin but they do not come 
'weighted' (a slight disappointment, with 
Accurate Miniatures spoiling us all). The 
main and nose gear are a combination of 
the white metal parts (see photograph) 
and the resin parts on the sheet. Cutting 
out these small resin parts takes patience 



and a steady hand. With that said the 
landing gear parts went together rather 
well. I painted them natural metal since 
the white undercarriage paint was usually 
added after carrier trials. My chosen 
subject was the last to be put into active 
service (VF-131/Summer 1961). The 
wheels were painted with Gunze Sangyo 
paints. The main gear wheel wells lacked 
any real detail and since the real aircraft 
did not have a mess of piping, I added 
some sparse detail with brass wire and 
styrene as the photograph indicates. Both 
the nose and main wheel wells were 
painted Testors Medium Green FS 34102 
and drybrushed with the appropriate tints 
of light green and gray. Again most of

these areas were painted-over in a dull 
white for extended carrier service. Since 
some of these aircraft served as test 
frames the airframes were treated 
indifferently until a permanent squadron 
designation had been attained. 

Under the Wings 

oving on to the underwing 
pylons, I checked my 
references and discovered 
that they had to be trimmed 
to look more realistic (shown in my 
photograph). These parts were then 
painted the appropriate colours, Testors 
Gloss White (scale tint), which was the 
same colour as the belly of the aircraft. By 
the way, the kit comes with some 
ordnance, namely four nicely moulded 
Sparrow III missiles which I decided to 
omit since all the photographs of the 
'Conny' (USS Constellation) aircraft do 
not have them deployed. 

I also added some stainless steel wiring 
(5.6 thou) that I purchased from Four 
Plus UK (some very handy stuff as I also 
build WW1 aircraft) for hydraulic lines in 
the main undercarriage assemblies. I

sanded down and painted the refuelling 
boom. It took very little work to shape and 
fit the boom receptacle (Testors Gloss Gull 
Gray) and boom (Gunze Sangyo flat 
black) to the airframe. According to my 
sources the boom tips downward and can 
be either gray or black, but on my 
particular aircraft it was black. 

Decals 

he decals are for an aircraft from 
VF-131,USS Constellation (CVA 
64) and are in register. They are 
produced by Invisa-Clear and 
went on very well with the Micro-Scale 
system. The colour was correct and I found 
the star and bars particularly clear along 
with the unit markings (which are the right 
shade of red - good job Collect- Aire). I only 
had a problem with one of the USS 
Constellation insignias. The markings are 
rather colourful and make for a spectacular 
and impressive addition to my collection.

The decals lacked the wing-walks so I cut 
them out from a black ScanMaster sheet, 
which was very easy to do using my 
photographic sources as a guide. By the 
way, I also added the prominent dark stains 
from the cooling exhaust vents which are 
right in front of the unit markings. The 
aircraft was weathered rather lightly due to 
its limited duty life.

Canopy and Cockpit 

nother area that needed some 

J scratchbuilding is that behind 
the cockpit. From the excellent 
M article in Scale Aviation 
Modeller International (Vol. 4 Issue 5 May 
1998) I scratchbuilt the area from sheet 
card and brass wire, plus a little help from 
my spare parts box. I also added some 
detail to the canopy slide (all this can be 
seen from the photographs - these are 
very easy add-ons). Remember I am a 
fanatic and the kit builds up well without 
these extras, but with the Scale Aviation 

mmm iiili i i iliiiiiiiS 
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the resin canopy slide was attached to the 
main canopy without any incident. This 
concluded the construction of my Demon 
and a very enjoyable project it was too! 

Accessories 

{ s you are probably aware I like to 

J I add figures to my aircraft and 
this was no exception. I decided 
to make a nice little carrier deck 

scene, even though I know this borders on 
being a diorama!. I used figures from the 
Fujimi l/48th scale U.S. Navy Flight Deck 
Crew Back-up Series No.3 (No.350003) 
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The airframe after the undersurface was sprayed white

Modeller International article nearby, I 
said why not. I then proceeded to paint 
the canopy parts flat black (Gunze 
Sangyo) and I drybrushed the areas with 
different shades of gray and silver, while 
the hydraulic lines were painted flat red. 

Since there are two canopies provided 
you can cut them out even if you are of a 
very nervous disposition! I had very little 
problems cutting out the windscreen and 
main canopy. Once they were trimmed 
down and sanded I dipped them in a coat 
of Future floor wax (Johnson's Klear in 
the UK) and let them dry overnight. I then 
proceeded to mask out the canopy and 
windscreen and prepared them for 
painting. The main canopy was 
airbrushed with Testors Gloss Gull Gray 
and the windscreen was airbrushed with 
Gunze Sangyo flat black. Once dry, I 
attached the scratch-built detail piece 
behind the Martin-Baker ejection seat and

and also wheel chocks from the P.P. 
Aeroparts (GA 403) USN Wheel Chocks 
Set. I made a scene depicting a catapult 
check on the nose gear. The Catapult 
Officer and pilot are inspecting the 
progress nearby. This gives the aircraft 
some life and adds an important human 
element. 

The deck came from Verlinden Carrier 
Deck Catapult section (#664) and a piece 
of l/2in. foam core. I used spray mount to 
attach the Verlinden cardboard deck 
section to the foam core. 

Conclusion/Summary 

Does the means justify the end? - 

Why yes! 

he serious modeller must make a 
decision if this is a subject he/she 
wants in this scale. Similar to the 
Fairey Swordfish by MDC (Scale 
Aviation Modeller International Vol.3 
Issue 1 1, November 1997) this kit comes 
with a hefty price tag (about £85) but 
again like the Swordfish, this kit is limited 
production, only 200 worldwide, is highly 
accurate and needs no aftermarket sets or 
decal sheets. The quality and amount of 
resin one receives might justify part of the 
price. Another bonus is that the white 
metal parts are highly polished, rather 
than the rough lead components we 
usually get in other kits. The counterpoint 
is that most people would not spend this 
kind of money on an aircraft model in any 
scale, or would they? 

Let's say that when we purchase a new 
kit (even a Hasacadamiya offering) we 
may well follow this up with aftermarket 
decals, an update set and/or photo-etched 
brass. These items may be close to (or 
more than) the price of this kit (which by 
the way comes all in one box), not to 
mention the time we may spend looking

for all these aftermarket sets. This 
argument may/may not justify the end 
price but the kit builds into an accurate 
(something Collect-Aire pride themselves 
on) and gorgeous aircraft with some 
effort.

In that 
strand, if you like the type and are not 
concerned with covering your shelf or 
display case with the latest and greatest 
from the mainstream companies, then 
Collect-Aire will have much to offer. The 
company specialises in rare and 
experimental aircraft (all in l/48th scale 



and exclusively US types) such as 
X-planes, prototypes and other aircraft ■ 
overlooked by injection moulded kit 
manufacturers. So if there is an aircraft 
out there you think will never be 
produced by a mainstream company, 
cottage industry manufacturers like 
Collect-Aire and others will fill that gap. I 
for one say bravo, keep up the good work. 

I hear that Collect-Aire is coming out 
with a F5D-1 Skylancer in a couple of 
months (now available - Ed) along with 
some other goodies. We might see what 
the F4D Skyray could have been (what do 
you say Richard, you up for another 
obscure 1950s USN jet?) (Yes! - Ed), 
remember this was a bird Neil Armstrong 
flew and I think I have heard of him once 
or twice.

The Kit 

The box is enormous and has the usual fine 
artwork. The contents fill the wrapping 
reasonably well and at least give the buyer a 
sense of value for money. The majority of the 
kit is moulded in light grey, but all the 
smaller parts are moulded on a lighter 
sprue. All the sprues are individually 
wrapped and once relieved of their coverings 
reveal crisply moulded parts with no flash to 
speak of. The surface detail is excellent with 
finely engraved panel lines and no moulding 
dents that I could find. At first the number of 
parts looks daunting, as with all these larger 
scale models, but one soon realises that the 
main body of the aircraft is constructed in a 
dozen or so parts and all the extra bits that 
don't go into the cockpit area are for the 
ordnance to hang on the wings. The latter is 
extensive and features an extra sprue for this 
RAF variant. But whilst the instructions do 
not mention them, Revell have supplied the 
ordnance from the previous kit issue as well. 
The upshot is that you will be left with a 
large number of external stores for the 
spares box. The full list includes 2x 2250 ltr 
drop tanks, 2x 1500 ltr drop tanks, lx Sky 
Shadow, lx BOZ 107 pod,4x 10001b bombs, 
2x 10001b LGBs and 2x AIM-9L sidewinder 
missiles, plus four more bombs and three 
pods of various sizes from the previous issue 
of the kit. 

Parts are supplied for the refuelling probe 
to be either stored or extended and a canopy 
'prop' is included if you wish to display your 
model with the canopy raised. Another 
display option is to have the nose cone 'open' 
to reveal some nicely detailed radar 
antennae and their associated hardware. One 
option that is described in the instructions is 
the 'wheels-up' flying configuration; I found 
this a little perplexing as there are no crew 
figures in the kit!

The Instructions 

An extensive booklet is provided that gives 
stage-by-stage construction diagrams that 
will easily guide even the freshest novice to 
model-making and these include painting 
details (letter coded) throughout the 
construction process. Full descriptions for 
all three colour options and a further 
diagram for the positioning of all the 
stencils are included at the end. All very 



newer modeller could experience real 
problems here and may even become 
disillusioned with modelling if his efforts 
fall short of reasonable expectation. Bad 
news for Revell; think about it guys! FS 
numbers at least please. 

Construction 

Following the stage-by-stage construction 
notes makes this simple and all the parts fit

simple and all very extensive, with one 
exception. The letter-coded painting chart, 
(and this goes for all Revell kits that I have 
built and seen of late), have over half the 
colours 'suggested' requiring the mixing of 
at least two Revell colours to obtain the 
right finish and in these instances, no 
mention is given of what the finished 
colours should be or of reference to FS 
numbers and so on. In fact no FS references 
are mentioned at all. All the 'suggested 
colours' of course give reference to Revell's 
own paints and while own-brand loyalty is 
understandable, it is not particularly helpful 
to the modeller either from the point of 
view of judging the amount of 'mix' 
required (particularly on a kit of this size) 
and especially as the 'mixed' colour is more 
than likely available in other manufacturers' 
ranges, straight out of the Unlet! Revell kits 
are aimed at all levels and, in my opinion, 
they are doing a good job. But if this style of 
colour chart causes an old fogey like me 
some confusion (with 35 years of model 
making behind me), I believe the younger or 



together well. The start is in the usual place, 
the cockpit. Each ejection seat is assembled 
from ten separate pieces alone and the full 
cockpit is well equipped and moulded. A 
more detailed chart for painting the buttons 
and switches would have been nice, but other 
reference sources will fill this gap. The only 
additions I made were to add some 
additional wiring to the back of the VDU 
screens. This central area between the two 
seats is always 'a mess' of wiring in all photos 
of the real aircraft I've seen and the kit's 
representation appears too 'tidy'. I also fitted 



a sun visor to the top of the instrument panel 
in the rear cockpit made from a piece of 
paper as shown in photos I have of 'Gulf 
Tornado cockpits. The rest is as per the kit. 
The completed cockpit tub fits snugly into 
the forward fuselage and now it was time to 
start putting together the rest of the aircraft. 

Wings and tail go together well with no 
filler required. However, I am very dubious 
about the strength of the wing pylon fixings. 
As Revell have designed the model to have 
'moving' swing wings, they have had to 
make provision for the pylons to be movable 
as well to allow them to remain aligned 
parallel to the fuselage. Small plastic circlips 
are supplied to hold the pylons to the lower 
wings but once fixed in place, the pylons 
wobble about a lot especially in the 'swept' 
position. I broke a couple of these circlips 
trying to fix them in place and had to make 
replacements from thin wire. In an attempt 
to reduce the pylon wobble, I wound some 
cotton around the very thin pins on the 
inside of the wing prior to gluing the top of 
the wing in place (see photo). The whole 
effort was wasted as I soon knocked off a 
couple of the pylons whilst completing the 
model and ended up having to glue them all 
in place (certainly a case for Revell® to 
investigate the use of 'poly caps' as seen in 
many other manufacturers' products I feel - 
Ed). The elevators are similarly movable but 
again the plastic pins that hold them to the 
fuselage are thin and as the plastic is soft 
they again did not last long as construction 
continued, despite the most gentle of 
handling! This problem is overcome by 
replacing the plastic bar that runs between 
the two elevators with one made from a 




My attempts (in vain!) to reinforce the wing pylons 
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length ot steel wire. The trailing edges of all 
the wing surfaces is almost razor sharp with 
the exception of one of the elevators that 
required some internal filing to allow the 
trailing edges to meet. 

The rear fuselage is split horizontally to 
allow the insertion of the swing-wings and 
the whole of the interior of these parts 
requires liberal coating of matt black paint 
prior to the final joining of the fuselage 
halves to create a 'black hole' effect when the 
eye is cast down the air intakes. When all the 
major components are finally glued together 
the true size of this kit begins to become 
apparent. It was at this stage that I began to 
wonder what I was going to do with it once I 
had finished it! A little filler is required 
around the joint on the fuselage spine and 
the tail and the junction between the 
forward and rear portions of the fuselage, 
but the rest fitted together very well. 

Painting 

With all the larger fuselage fittings and the 
canopy glazing in place, it was time to mask 
up ready for spraying. A coat of white Holts 
car primer was applied first and once dry 
the Gulf war 'Desert Pink' was applied 
overall. A kit of this size presents its own set 
of problems, especially to a beginner. If, like 
me, you don't have an airbrush, don't be 
afraid to use a large size artists' brush to 
apply the paint. As long as the spread is even 
and the surface detail is still visible through 
the paint you'll be OK. Use thinners if 
necessary and apply more coats to achieve 
good colour coverage. The main thing to 
avoid are those crusty lines of dried paint 
that spoil the end result. Build and paint the 
ordnance separately, treating them as a 
separate kit. Only one thing to watch is part 
155 (tail fins on the sidewinder) shown 
being fixed the wrong way round in the 
instructions. I dropped a clanger here and 
fitted the fins on the 2250 It. tanks the wrong 
way round and failed to notice until I came 
to apply the decals! Too late! The time to 
glue the ordnance onto the model is at the 
very end when everything else is complete. 

Accuracy 

There is no mistaking the lines of this one, 
it's pure Tornado. The kit measured 522mm 
in length (including tail over-hang and 
minus the nose spike) which comes out as 
16.7m as quoted in the RAF handbook and 
the wing (swept) at 267mm, which is near 
enough to 8.6m as make no odds. I found a

they appeared at air-shows throughout the 
following year. 

This latter option was the one I selected

The 

original colour of 'Desert Pink' or Humbrol 




Colour Options 

The kit offers three options, two in the 
standard grey-green finish and one 'Desert 
Storm' machine. The first is a standard 
finished No. 617 Squadron aircraft 'AJ-M' 
based at RAF Lossiemouth in 1992. The 
second is a more brightly finished Tornado 
of No. 3 1 Squadron based at RAF Bruggen 
in 1995 sporting that squadron's 80 years 
celebration tail markings (bright green tail 
with a golden star at its centre and 1915- 
1995 logos). The third option is shark- 
mouthed all 'pink' machine from the 
'Tornado Detachment', based at Tabuk in 
Saudi Arabia during the Gulf War in 1991. 
This machine features the nose art and 
bombing missions score-chart that became 
familiar on these war-weary aircraft when 



250, may well be fine for a Tornado at the 
start of the War, but then the nose art and 
bomb score decals on the nose would not 
be appropriate. The photos I have show a 
much lighter 'bleached' finish and 
numerous areas of 'touched up' paint and 
heavy discolouring due to exhaust 
emissions, heat and general wear and tear - 
in all a very tatty looking aircraft. I gave my 
model a complete coat of Airfix M7 (Flesh), 
but added a one quarter mix of Humbrol 
250 Desert Sand for the (ground facing) 
undersides and the demarcation line 
between the two were blended whilst the 
paint was still wet. This was allowed to dry 
thoroughly before a 50/50 wash of Airfix 
M7 and matt white heavily diluted with 
thinners was applied over all surfaces. All 



the non-painted areas were picked out in 
silver and aluminium and the decals 
applied before dry-brush weathering with a 
variety of colours began. The whole lot was 
sealed in with a coat of matt varnish. 

Decals 

This is a very extensive sheet covering all 
three options and includes tons of stencils 
for the ordnance as well as the aircraft. It 
took me two hours to apply the ordnance 
decals alone! The decals are very well 
printed, the colours are bold and hold 
their hue when applied to a dark surface. 
They settle on the model very well and 
little or no Decalfix is required, Silvering is 
minimal as long as the applied surface is 
not a matt finish. One word of warning 
though. The backing paper is highly 
absorbent and you need only dip the decal 
into the water very briefly to release the 
decal subject. I don't think I've ever 
encountered decals that 'float' off the 
paper quite so quickly! 

Decal Rating = 9/10 

Conclusions and Recommendation 

I'm rather partial to the old prop machines 
and I am not really a jet fan and therefore 
rarely build any examples of the current 
stock of fire-breathers. In that light, I tried 
to approach the model from a beginner's 
point of view and have written this review 
with them in mind (apologies to the more 
experienced among our readership) and 
use just the instructions supplied with the 
kit, which I found to be no mean feat! I 
found very little in the way of problems 
from a construction point of view other 
than the less-than-durable 'moving' parts. 
However, the painting chart and colour 
matching was a nuisance, especially with a 
model of this size. All-in-all though a very 
enjoyable model to build and a beginner 
will have a fine Tornado 'straight from the 
box' provided the job is not rushed. Whilst 
the detailing is very good, even I couldn't 
resist adding a few extra bits, and I feel 
that the model would make a fine starting 
block for the super-detailers amongst us, 
provided you have somewhere to display 
the beast when you have finished lavishing 
your attentions upon it. It is a monster. 

Highly recommended to all.

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he spectacular USAAF 
bombing raid on Ploesti in 
Rumania in August 1943, 
sowed the seeds of eventual 
destruction for the Luftwaffe. 
Probably one of the best examples of 
strategic planning in WWII, this and 
subsequent raids were to cripple fuel 
production bringing the German war 
machine to a standstill. 

The raid was flown by 177 B-24 
Liberators from North Africa where units of 
the Eighth Air Force had joined the Ninth in 
order to keep the target in practical range. 
Despite extensive planning the mission was 
beset by various misfortunes, beginning 
with the early loss of the lead and deputy 
navigators from the formation. 

This low-level attack destroyed about 
forty per cent of the refining capacity of 
the plant and put another forty per cent 
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77?e Supersede decal sheet (72-250) 




out of action for nearly six months. The 
cost to the USAAF for this was enormous 
with 532 aircrew lost and 54 Liberators 
written off. 

It's a bit of an understatement to say 
that any collection of USAAF model 
aircraft should include one of these B-24s 
so I thought I would have a go at a replica 
using Academy's excellent l/72nd scale kit. 

Even in this scale the very high aspect 
ratio 'Davis' wing of the B-24 spans 46cm 
and the model features some well detailed 
internal compartments including bombs 
on racks. Lightly engraved surface detail 
and flash-free components make this an 
easy model to assemble and decals are 
provided for 'Blonde Bomber II', a 
Liberator which actually fell into Luftwaffe 
hands in 1943. 

The B-24 was built in greater numbers 
than any other aircraft in the USA in WWII 
and the type operated in various roles in 
all theatres. RAF Coastal Command 
operated the Liberator I quite early on and 
the type was noted for its long range. Gun 
positions and armament varied somewhat 
but typical power plants for the B-24 were 
four 1,200 hp Pratt & Whitney twin Wasp 
engines giving a maximum speed of about 
300 mph at 30,000 feet.

The Kit 

Academy's Liberators have been out for 
some time now but are still of a very high 
standard. Well packaged in a large box 
with some colourful art work and several 
photos of the finished model on the side 
this impressive start is not let down on 
studying the well detailed components and 
'clear' sprue holding the transparencies. 
Alternative 'open' or 'closed' bomb bay 
doors are included and fine details such as

the gun barrels are particularly well done. 
The nose section is moulded in two 
separate parts and the main wings join 
inside in the fuselage by way of four 
interlocking pegs which give a lot of extra 
strength and ease of positioning. All 
components are in light grey and the kit 
retails at around £19. 

The Fuselage 

After the customary wash the interior was 
all painted in chromate interior green as 
were the bulkheads and cockpit floor. The 
pilots' seats were installed with the

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fuselage joint is not guided in any way and 
is quite simply a butt joint I left it to one 
side and decided to fit it later also. The 
exploded-view instruction stages infer that 
they should be fixed to the respective 
fuselage halves but there is really quite 
enough to struggle with to ensure a neat 
and straight join. 

Unusually the rear and top gun turrets 
can both be fitted after fuselage joining 
although neither swivel but could be 
adapted to do so. Memories of needing two 
pairs of hands with old Airfix bomber kits 



Once all the cement was dry the interior 
was painted, where required, to cover any 
remaining bare patches with chromate 
green and the nose section put in place. 

The Wings 

These are well detailed on both upper and 
lower sections and include very realistic 
ribbed mainwheel bays. Care should be 
taken cutting the wing components from 
the sprues since the joint is quite 
substantial and requires a razor saw to 
prevent damage.

The detail on the engines and propellers is excellent 



instrument panel and controls and the 
bomb aimer's sight positioned in the front 
of the nose floor. 

The bulkheads were cemented to the 
location points with relative ease, thanks 
to there being no warp on the components. 
While all of this was drying off, the waist 
gunners' area was fitted out with two guns 
on swivel brackets which fit onto the floor, 
which has moulded ammunition boxes. 
The location bars for this unit could have 
been a bit more pronounced so a small tab 
of plastic card in support might be a good 
idea. Four bomb racks are provided and 
eight bombs split in half so a fair bit of 



painting and assembly needs doing in the 
centre section. 

By the time these racks are in place the 
interior is pretty well filled up but then a 
lot of it is visible on the completed model 
and the scope it offers for super detailing 
is tremendous. Both the cabin space 
behind the pilots and the nose area benefit 
from any amount of extra work. 

Now before the two fuselage component 
halves are mated the interior window 
glazing should be fitted, but despite 
Academy's excellent glazed parts I decided 
to leave them out and use 'Clearfix' later on 
the small windows. Since the nose to 



left me with no wish to repeat the struggle. 
Elastic bands did the trick and there is a 
lot of scope for running cement along the 
interior side of the seams thanks to the 
open nose and bomb bay. Care also has to 
be taken with the nosewheel bulkhead and 
bracket which is all cast in one piece. 
Location bars are provided but the recess 
is quite shallow so I used some superglue 
to beef up the strength of the joint. To 
prevent tail- sitting the compartment 
between the forward bomb bay bulkhead 
and the nosewheel should be filled with 
lead and/or plasticine and this was done 
before the unit was superglued in place. 



Upper sections were then painted in 
matt sand and the lower in medium grey 
and joined when dry. The leading edges 
were then taped off and painted matt 
black to represent the de-icing panels. 

All joints in the area of the four engine 
mountings required some filler and this is 
best done before any engine cowlings are 
put in place. Each wing was then inserted 
in the recessed fuselage aperture after 
application of a small amount of cement. 
The staggered location bars smoothly 
interlocked inside the fuselage with just 
enough friction to make a firm joint and 
then all four bars were cemented together 
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to form a solid unit. The model was set 
aside to dry thoroughly before a small 
amount of filler was applied to the top 
fuselage joint where required and then 
sanded smooth. The model was wiped 
down with a small amount of enamel 
thinners to clean the surface and then the 
fuselage was painted matt sand and taped 
off for the underside in medium grey. 

The tailplane and rudders were next 
made up and painted and then cemented 
in place and the bomb bay doors fitted. 

Undercarriage 

The main gear locates well and is sturdy 
enough for the model with good location 
points in the wheel bay. The same cannot 
be said for the nose gear which has no 
direct fixing point and relies solely on the 
application of cement to the nosewheel leg 
which sits in a semi-circular trough, this 
being moulded to a forward bulkhead. 



Not much can be done about this 
without a lot of scratch building so I 
stayed with the design but used superglue 
for fixing. 

Once all wheels are in place and the 
model is placed on them the tail goes 
straight down with no hesitation. The CofG 
is well aft and with such a narrow-based 
tricycle undercarriage forward the model 
requires a LOT of nose weighting. 

With so many open apertures this is not 
too much of a problem but after 
considerable packing in odd places 
nothing was still happening. The engine 
cowlings were all packed with small lead 
weights and fitted in desperation but still 
the tail sat. Finally, I used some curtain 
weighting which outwardly resembles tiny 
parachutes packs and cemented them in 
the nose. If this had failed then a tail prop 
would have had to be fitted but the balance 
had then been tipped and the nosewheel 



touched the bench at last. The model 
correspondingly looked much better but it 
feels as though scale weight has been 
achieved as well! 

Decals and transparencies. 

All the fuselage windows were filled with 
Humbrol Clear Fix and the gun turrets put 
in place. The forward fuselage was 
varnished and the 'Snow White' decal 
applied which brightened things up 
considerably along with the rest of the 
codes and stars on the wings. 

Also, at this late stage I cut out some 
window apertures in the lower rear 
fuselage and filled them with ClearFix and 
fixed a gun in the rear fuselage aperture. 

The cockpit canopy was next put in 
position and painted, as was the large 
nose section transparency with its 
machine guns fixed in place. The canopy 
had an unfortunate moulding mark in the 



front on my kit where the sprue had been 
attached but some plastic polish got it 
down to a minimum. To complete the 
model various aerials were put in place 
and some speckles of aluminium paint 
put around the engine cowlings and 
control surfaces. The decals all went on 
well and later were sealed with matt 
varnish where required. 

Conclusion 

These Academy Liberators are well 
detailed and easy to assemble despite 
some minor problems. An Eighth Air Force 
B-17 would make a good companion to 
'Snow White' which sadly was one of the 
aircraft that failed to return from this 'all 
Liberator' Ploesti raid. 
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he Admiralty's requirement for a 
new Torpedo-Bomber- 
Reconnaissance (TBR) 
monoplane was issued as early 
as May 1937, when the type it 
was intended to replace, the Fairey 
Albacore,had not as yet been built.

R.T. Youngman. They faced no easy task as Faire y Barracuda P9926/A of 810 Squadron, embarked on HMS Illustrious, shows off its torpedo-carrying capability, although this weapon was rarely carried (Fairey Aviation Ltd)

Into Service 

While the first Barracudas had been 
delivered in September 1942 at Lee-on- 
Solent, it was only in January of the 
following year that N° 827 Squadron took 
change of the new mounts and began to re- 
equip. Initial conversion was performed on 
the Fulmar, which gave crews some 
monoplane and Merlin engine experience. 
However, the work-up period was marked 
by a string of accidents, some fatal, which 
earned the Barracuda an undeserved 
notoriety. 

The second unit to form on the 
Barracuda was N° 810, which began to re- 
equip at Lee-on-Solent on April 4, 1943 as a 
matter of urgency, so much so that some of 
its aircraft were taken from 827 Squadron. 
On June 9, N° 810 Squadron boarded HMS 
Illustrious for a six- week work- up period in 
the Clyde and off the Orkneys, sailing to the 
Mediterranean as part of Force H after a 
diversionary sweep off the Norwegian coast. 
It had been planned that aircraft from 
Illustrious would support the landings at 
Salerno on September 9-11; however, the 
Barracudas were kept under deck all the 
time, while Seafires and Martlets provided 
top cover to the landing troops. 

Other units had meanwhile converted to 
the type, including N° 830 in May 1943, N° 
823, 831 and 847 in June, N° 822 in August, 
N° 815 and 829 in October, N° 817 and 826 
in December, and N° 820 in January 1944. 
These 12 units were paired into six TBR 
Wings, and more squadrons began to fly 
Barracudas during 1944 - N° 841, 828, 812, 
814, and 837, while N° 821 took on charge 
the new Barracuda Mk III. The new' version 
incorporated the installation of the 
American Mk X radar in a fairing under the 
fuselage thus replacing the Air-to-Surface 
Vessel (ASV) Mk II N whose aerials were 
mounted externally on masts above each 
wing. DP855 was converted to become the 
Mk III prototype, and was followed by 460 
examples built by Fairey and 392 by 
Boulton-Paul. 

In Action 

Eight years in gestation and the Barracuda 
still had to prove its worth! The first real 
major success was against the German 
battleship Tirpitz at anchor in Kaa Fjord, 
Norway. Nine strikes were performed 
against the enemy ship between April and 
August 1944, and except for the last 
operation all were led by Lt Cdr Roy 'Daddy' 
Baker-Falkner DSC, RN, Wing Leader N°8 
TBR Barracuda Wing. The first strike, 
Operation Tungsten, saw the involvement of 
N° 829 and 831 Squadrons from HMS 
Victorious together with N° 827 and 830 
Squadrons from HMS Furious, escorted by 
Seafires, Corsairs, Hellcats and Wildcats. The 
method of attack was dive bombing, and 
several of the Barracudas' bombs found 
their target, so much so that the ship was 
left burning fiercely in two areas from which 
a column of smoke rose for hundreds of feet 
into the air.

Post War Development and Service

converted to the Firefly while the only post- 
war unit to reform on the old type was N° 
815 at Eglington, using a dozen ex-744 
Squadron Mk Ills. 

A rebuilt Mk II formed the basis for the 
Mk V, which was intended as a stop-gap 
measure until the Spearfish could enter 
service. In the event, both aircraft failed to 
make it, although the new Griffon-engined 
Barracuda did mark a certain advance on its 
predecessors. Apart from being powered by 
a Griffon VII or VIII, it had redesigned 
wings of slightly longer span with square- 
cut tips. The higher torque of the engine was 
countered by a further increase in fin area. 
First production Barracuda Mk V flew on 
November 22, 1945 and was followed by a 
further 29 examples out of the projected 140 
on order. Maximum speed went up from 
240mph of the Mk III to 270mph. However, 
the RN found no front-line use for the 
aircraft and the few examples were 
distributed among training units, including 
744, 750 and 753 Squadrons. 

Few realise that at 2,572 examples built, 
the Barracuda holds the record for the 
number of any one type supplied to the 
British Navy. Its inherent strength must have 
saved the day many a time, yet it never 
really shook off its back the initial bad name 
attributed to it due to a number of 
unfortunate accidents. It was generally 
unloved by the crews who flew it though 
most admit that it performed well if 
handled properly and could take great 
punishment. Though no beauty-pageant 
contestant, a 'Barra model still deserves a 
place in any collection. Seems there's no 
better time for that than now.

It was carefully dismantled on site and 
taken to Farnborough where it was made 
serviceable and given RAF markings with 
camouflage cowling and rudder to be 
flown for the customary 
evaluation/comparison tests, with the 
serial BT474. (Photo 3b). The under 
surface colour was probably unchanged, 
though it should have been yellow 
(compare the tone of the outer ring of the 
roundel). Note the white legend 'FIAT 
CR.42' below the tailplane where the 
Italian MM serial had been overpainted. 
There was darker paint on the tailplane 
and on the lower wing root inboard from 
the undercarriage, impossible to specify. 

Photo 3c shows the Falco at Chivenor 
in 1970, again re-painted, perhaps at St. 
Athan. It was khaki and green with BT474 
in yellow, a new Gruppo badge and a 
white rudder cross without the arms of 
the Royal House of Savoy. I am uncertain 
of the underside colour. 

When the Battle of Britain Museum was ' 
opened at Hendon the Fiat took its place

among the other Axis aircraft having been

beautifully restored in a very fair, though 
rather clean, representation of the original 
finish. (Photo 3d). The CR.42 Falco 
operated in some force over North Africa in 
1940-41, where it was a worthy opponent of 
RAF Gladiators. However it could not 
contend with our monoplane fighters over 
Britain. In his book 'The Forgotten Months' 
John Foreman gives a detailed account of 
this day s action, when a second Fiat force- 
landed near Corton station. This was 95 - 
16 (MM6976) and Sgt. Maj. A. Lazzoni was 
made a POW. Having ripped off its 
undercarriage, this machine probably 
provided spares for BT474.

Camouflage and Markings, 
Imperial Japanese Air Forces, 

1937-1945 

Part 2: Imperial Japanese Army aircraft before 

the Strike South and Pacific War 



different paint from a different maker, but 
casual use of 'ao' in Japanese may well have 
introduced an unintended ambiguity of 
colour identification into English 
translations, in which 'blue' is substituted 
for 'green'. (This may well be the 
explanation for English captions on some 
Japanese drawings showing the starboard 
navigation lights to be, not green as we 
would expect, but blue). 

Sino-Japanese War: Camouflage on 
IJAAF Aircraft 

Army aircraft were flying operations in their 
light grey-green finish, but China theatre 
experience was indicating the value of 



camouflage. IJAAF 'China scheme' 
camouflage of the late thirties took the 
'disruptive' form using large, irregular, 
curving or wavy areas of colour. Two, three, 
even four colours were applied. Those 
colours are believed to have been a dark 
green, a medium or olive green, a dark 
brown and a medium brown or ochre. It 
seems strips of a medium blue were also 
sometimes employed, said to have been 
used in camouflage applied to aircraft based 
in Manchuria. 

What these colours might actually have 
looked like is, of course, now somewhat 
open to conjecture, but likely shades are 
discussed in the Colour Notes of Part 3 in 



External Colours and Markings 

Since the 1920s, the army's aircraft had 
usually been pale grey overall, although 
dark grey and aluminium-painted finishes 
could also be seen. Standard markings were 
simple: the Hinomaru was carried in the six 
standard positions, the aircraft's type 
designation was marked in small black 
characters across the top of the vertical tail 
surfaces, and an individual aircraft number, 
consisting of one, two or three digits was 
marked in black. This number was generally 
carried on fuselage sides, either fore or aft of 
the Hinomaru, on each of the lower wing 
undersides, and again twice on the topside 
of the upper wing. In every case, numbers

were marked on wings with their tops 
toward the leading edges. 

Overall Grey-Green 

When the Sino-Japanese conflict flared in 
1937, the standard army aircraft scheme 
underwent a low-key but notable change in 
appearance: a low-sheen grey-green not 
unlike the RAF colour Sky but a little darker 
and a little greyer, was adopted for the 
standard overall external colour and 
Hinomaru were no longer carried on 
fuselage sides. Aircraft type designations 
were no longer carried on vertical tail 
surfaces and the marking of individual 
aircraft numbers on wings and fuselages 
was discontinued. Instead, the application of 
unit designs and symbols, frequently using 
systems of bars and colours to assist 
formatting, was adopted. 

The actual shade of the grey-green has 
been reported to have varied somewhat, 
apparently sometimes being much more like 
light grey-blue. Perhaps it was just a case of 



2 Community and business organisations were encouraged to donate to re-armament 
funds for both army and navy aircraft.

Probably because the camouflage was 
seemingly applied upon delivery to the 
army, or even later at overseas maintenance 
depots and airfields, we have indications of 
a considerable variety in pattern forms, 
colour combinations, and surface finish. 
There is, however, a kind of broad similarity 
in most cases, suggesting painting 
instructions of some kind must have been 

circulated. 

With camouflage colours being applied 
to upper and side surfaces over the standard 
factory finishes of pale grey or light grey- 
green, it is of course to be expected that 
undersides were simply left in the original 
colour. Sometimes bands or segments of 
that original light grey-green colour were 
also permitted to show on camouflaged * 
upper surfaces. Translations of Japanese 
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•4 This Ki-10 fighter wears the new overall light grey-green finish 
combined with no roundels on fuselage sides.

camouflage. However, accounts of the 
evolution of Italian aircraft camouflage 
indicate Regia Aeronautica B.R.20s being 
given an early 'mimetico ('netting') mottle 
camouflage at that time. Several other 
photographs of the B.R.20 in IJAAF service 
show examples wearing a soft sprayed 
mottle in the mimetico style, at a time when 
Japanese-built army aircraft were overall 
light grey-green or wearing 'cloud' 
camouflage topsides. 

A conclusion to be inferred from this is 
that the two batches of B.R.20s were each 
delivered in different schemes, those of the 



sources may be found to term the disruptive 
scheme 'cloud camouflage'... this is a 
reference to the curving forms, not its 
camouflaging purpose. 

Camouflage was more commonly applied 
to army bomber aircraft than to fighters. Its 
application almost invariably extended 
well down fuselage sides, possibly 
even wrapping fully around 
fuselages in some cases. 

Italian Camouflage on IJAAF 
Aircraft 

The army acquired 85 Fiat B.R.20 bombers 
from Italy, for operation over China. They 
were obtained in two batches: 75 being 
delivered early in 1938 and a further ten a 
year later. 

Useful sources of information regarding 
the paint scheme of these bombers are few 
indeed. 

Several rarely-reproduced photos and an 
authoritative source of Italian camouflage 
and markings both indicate a form of 
three-colour, straight-edged segment

first batch being received wearing an 
experimental geometric segmented scheme 
(as trialled by Fiat on a G.50 prototype), and 
the later ones arriving in the mottled 
scheme which had, by then, been settled- 
upon for the Regia Aeronautica. 

White Fuselage Tail Bands 

In the later thirties IJAAF aircraft tasked 
with operational theatre roles (bomber, 
fighters, ground support, reconnaissance) 
came to be marked with a white fuselage 
tail band. Someone, way back, referred to 
this marking as a 'combat stripe' or 
'combat marking', and that term tends to 
have stuck right to the present day. 
Introduction of this marking reportedly 
coincided with the dropping of the fuselage 
Hinomaru from fuselage sides of army 
aircraft suggesting this might be viewed as 
the substitution of one style of 'friendly 
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1 9 An example of green and brown added to upper surfaces in 
a manner which leaves areas of the original light grey-green 

showing, quite possibly an effective camouflage for a 
reconnaissance aircraft. The snarling tiger on the fuselage of

There is always the exception, of course. 
In this instance, it is Ki-lOs (later code- 
named PERRYs) of the 1st Flying 
Regiment engaged in some of the vigorous 
aerial fighting against the Soviet Air Forces 
in the 'Nomonhan Incident' of 1938. These 
aircraft displayed fuselage Hinomaru, 
white outlined for added clarity against 
their camouflaged sides, in addition to 

white tail bands. 

Wing Hinomaru were marked very 
large with a segment of the disc 
commonly crossing the aileron hinge-line, 

but it is interesting to note that the 
positioning was frequently rather further 
inboard from the wingtips than was usual 
on navy aircraft. With the introduction of 
disruptive camouflage for operations in 
China, IJAAF wing Hinomaru typically 
remained un-outlined. 

Engine Cowlings and Propellers 

Whilst black-painted radial engine cowlings 
were a common feature of navy aircraft 



aircraft' air-to-air recognition marking for 
another. In this connection it should be 
• borne in mind that IJNAF aircraft 
operating over China in the late thirties 
also wore a similar white tailband, 
suggesting a theatre marking. A Japanese 
source has recently confirmed this, 
indicating that the white tailband was 
known as the "border breakthrough" or 
"field identification" marking. The IJNAF 
would appear to have dropped it, although 
just when is unclear... perhaps when the 
coloured formation markings for the 
carrier strike force were devised in 1941. 
Certainly the white tailband was not a navy 
aircraft marking in Pacific theatres from 
the time of Pearl Harbour, although it may 
have lingered on some older types 
operating in China. It certainly continued 
to be carried on many IJAAF aircraft after 
Pearl Harbour, and could still sometimes 
be observed in 1945. 

National Insignia on IJAAF Aircraft 

Apparently the Japanese Army's star 
insignia made a tentative appearance on

some very early army aircraft. Presumably it 
was the Russian Revolution and the Soviet 
military's subsequent adoption of a red star 
which caused a re-think, leading to the red 
disc marking used by both army and navy 
from early in the nineteen twenties. 

Until the late thirties, army aircraft 
wore the Hinomaru in the six standard 
positions of fuselage sides, upper wing 
topsides and lower wing undersides. Then 
the red disc was no longer worn on 
fuselage sides. The actual reason for this 
is unclear, but whatever the explanation it 
seems IJAAF aircraft from 1938 into 1942 
(and in some cases much later) were not 
normally marked with the fuselage 
Hinomaru.

through the thirties and into the forties, this 
was not the case with army aircraft. Typical 
exceptions however, were the Tachikawa 
trainers, perhaps reflecting the 'spit'n'polish' 
to be expected in any military training 
establishment. Another exception was the 
earlier version of Mitsubishi's Ki-15 (later 
known to the Allies as BABS) 
reconnaissance aircraft of the late thirties, 
but then Mitsubishi was also a principal 
supplier to the navy. 

Into 1942, metal prop blades' front faces 
were normally polished bare metal, with a 
50mm red or red-brown band near the tips. 
Rear faces were given an anti-glare matt 
black finish as fitted to earlier aircraft types. 
Later, black was often replaced by the red- 
brown widely used by the Japanese aircraft 
industry in the forties. 

IJAAF Unit Markings 

During the late 1930s, various units began 
to evolve distinctive markings, sometimes 
seen on fuselage sides at first, but by the 
1940s generally confined to vertical tail 
surfaces. These often integrated formatting 
aids by the use of different colours for each 
sub-group in a unit, and sometimes 
indications of rank as well. 

From simple beginnings, these tail 
markings steadily evolved into a colourful 
air force heraldry by 1941, which we shall 
look at in rather more detail later in this

'Kill' Markings, IJNAF and IJAAF 

Uncommon on navy aircraft, with a couple 
of notable exceptions, 'kill' markings 
indicating the number of enemy damaged 
or destroyed could not be said to be 
common on army aircraft either. If this 
causes surprise in any reader that is because 
of the numerous domestic propaganda 
photos of fighters of the 53rd and 244th 
Flying Regiments, in particular, taken late in 
the war. Many of these have repeatedly 
appeared in publications and kit decal sets 
over recent years, to such an extent that one 
might now be forgiven for thinking they 
typified the appearance of the majority of 
IJAAF fighters. 

It would be true to say that 
'personalising' of Japanese military and 
naval aircraft was largely unknown and, 
presumably, officially frowned- upon except 




officers (frequently one and the same) had 
always been permitted a personal mount. In 
any case, it should be remembered that the 
convention for 'kill' markings on Japanese 
aircraft was that these showed the tally for 
that aircraft, and not for the person, or 
persons, who were flying it at the time of 
the victory. 

Civil Registrations 

Japanese civil aircraft carried the 
international identity letter 'J' on both sides 
of the fin and rudders, and on upper and 
lower surfaces of the tailplanes. The full 
registration was applied to upper and lower 
wing surfaces, and to fuselage sides 
approximately midway between wing and 
tailplane. 

Civil registrations were assigned as 
follows: 

• J-A*** to Government owned or operated 
aircraft based in the Home Islands 

• J-B*** to privately owned aircraft 
operating from the Home Islands 

• J-C*** to a civil aircraft based in Korea 

• J-D*** to civil aircraft based in Formosa 

• J-E*** to civil aircraft based in Southern 
Manchuria

where it served morale-building 
propaganda. 

Apparently the practice of assigning 
pilots/crews their 'own' aircraft had operated, 
at least to some extent, in the IJAAF during 



the period 1937-42 with the result that army 
aircraft of those years were sometimes to be 
seen wearing 'kill' markings and even what 
were effectively the pilot's 'initials'. (A Kana 
character for the first syllable, or sound, of 
the pilot's name might have been painted on 
the fin or rudder. For example, "shi" for 
Shibasawa, "ka" for Kato. If there happened to 
be two pilots in that unit whose names 
commenced with the same sound, • 
whoever was the more senior 
would place a rank chevron above 
his Kana character. "Shi senior", as 
it were). But sources differ on the 
extent to which army pilots and 
aircrew had their 'own' aircraft. 

Fighter aces and senior 




The newspaper Asahi Shimbun owned 
and operated a number of aircraft through 
the 1930s. In addition to their registrations, 
these were all marked with the company's 
own logo, featuring sun's rays radiating out 
to the wingtips in most distinctive fashion. 
It must have been impressions of these 
aircraft with their distinctive markings 
which subsequently gave rise to stories, after 
Pearl Harbour, of attacking Japanese aircraft 
emblazoned with 'rising suns' across wing 
undersides. 

J-BACI "Nippon", the converted 
Mitsubishi G 3M which, in 1939, completed 
the first round-the-world flight in Japan's 
civil aviation history, was marked not only 
with its civil registration but with 
Hinomaru on upper and lower wings.

This month Anthony Oliver takes a look in and around 
the de Havilland Vampire F Mk 1. 



• 1,'The port sidewall. Here you can see the engine control cables passing through the 
rear bulkhead and the two Booster Coil switches on the canopy sill above the throttle 

quadrant. The throttle quadrant is a very complex part and comprises the 
Undercarriage and Flap selector levers (lower), Dive Brake and Canopy 
Seal levers (middle) and Throttle lever combining the gun sight control 

on top. The friction damper for the throttle can be seen at the top/front 

of the unit, with the Tail Trim Wheel below it. The lever at the 

bottom/front edge of the unit is the Fuel Shut-off. 
Note that in the early Vampire the pilot's seat is plywood. 





•2. The control column. 
This items grip contains 
the cannon firing and 'safe ' 
switch on the front (port 
side), the 'press to 
transmit' button on the 
rear of the grip and the 
brake lever in the centre at 
the back of the grip. 



• 3. The starboard sidewall. At the front top edge 
is the Canopy Jettison lever, alongside which is 
the Canopy Winding Mechanism. The large 
electrical distribution panel below these items 
comprises Starter Switch, Master Switch, 
Remote Compass switch, Pitot Head Heater 
switch, Navigation Light switch and Landing 
Light switch (top row), with the Starter Button, 
Fire Extinguisher Button, I.D. Light switch, Gun 
Sight switch and R.3121 Detonation switch on 
the bottom row. 

The handle seen below the distribution panel is 
attached to the seat and is for adjustment of 
that item

•5. The port 

mainwheel and oleo. 

Note that there is a gap 

between the door and 
the wing when the leg is 

down. The gap in the 
tailboom does not have 
a cover once the door 
is up. The anti-creep 
marks on the tyre and 
hub are usually white 
(although red is 

sometimes used). 



•4. The nosewheel oleo. Note that the door is 
connected to the leg at the top via a linkage, and 
directly to the nose oleo casting at the bottom. 
There is no brake fitted to this wheel, so no tubing is 
fitted. The leg castors at the point where the 
compression linkage can be seen. 




• 6. A look up into the 

nosewheel well. The retraction 
jack for the nose door is hidden 
behind the oleo leg. 



• 7. The mainwheel undercarriage door, port side. 
This is the outer door on the main undercarriage 
of the Vampire. Note the simple retraction jacks 
and the bumper block on the rear face that will 
stop the main wheel spinning once the door 
is fully closed. 





•8. The main instrument panel. From left (top to bottom) to 
right the instruments are (port panel): Oil Temperature Gauge, 
Rear Bearing Temperature Gauge, R.P.M. Indicator, Jet Pipe 
Temperature Gauge, Oil Pressure Gauge, Flap and 
Undercarriage Indicator and finally the Electrical 
Ammunition Counter. 

The central panel includes the usual 'flying six' comprising 
ASI, Artificial Horizon, Indicator Climb & Descent, Altimeter, 
Directional Indicator and the Turn and Slip Indicator. 
Below this are the Fuel Contents Gauges (Port, Main and 
Starboard) and below this, if fitted, is a clock. 
On the starboard panel is the Remote Compass Indicator, 
Cabin Air Pressure Gauge, Cabin Altimeter Gauge, 
Oxygen Regulator, Cabin Air Pressure Warning Lamp, 
Brake Pressure Gauge, Camera Footage Indicator, 
Controller Type 89 (R.3121), Controller Type 90 
(R.3121) and finally the De-icer Pump. 




Colour Notes 

Basically, internally the Vampire is 
black. All of the interior is painted a 
satin black and this wears fairly quickly 
on the metal components. The seat is 
plywood and is usually painted (Note - 
that by the time the later production 
examples and the F Mk 3 came along, 
the seat was a plastic composite and 
was a dark red-brown colour). The seat 
harness is a dark tan colour and 
becomes grubby very quickly. All 
instruments are black with white 
pointers and numerals. The control 
column is a combination of black 
(lower) and steel grey (upper) sections, 
with the grip wrapped in a glossy black 
plastic. The firing switch is usually also 
glossy black, while the brake lever is 
often left bare aluminium. Many of the 
emergency indicators are red, while the 
emergency release equipment such as 
the canopy system is painted in black 
and yellow stripes. On the throttle 
quadrant the undercarriage selector 
lever is red, while the flap selector lever 
has a wooden knob. The fuel shut-off 
lever is also red. 

Externally the wheel wells etc were 
usually silver, although these became 
grubby very quickly. The wheel hubs 
are aluminium with the anti-creep 
marks in white or red.

The Kit 

The kit consists of 35 light grey injection 
moulded plastic parts, 5 resin, 29 
photo-etched brass, 2 vac-formed clear 
canopies and 3 clear acetate film parts for 
gunsight and instrument panels. 
Instruction sheet, colour painting and 
marking guide, history, technical data 
section and decal sheet make up the rest 



moulded. The vac-formed canopies have 
fine raised frames. 

Instructions 

The instruction sheet consists of a single 
A4 sheet folded in half. On the front page 
it gives details of all the components 
contained within the kit and sprue maps. 
The other three sides reveal eight

of the package. 

All major components are contained on 
two sprues and the various mediums are 
sealed in separate plastic bags. 

The kit in general has good moulded 
surface detail with engraved panel lines. 
The resin cockpit tub has embossed 
interior detail and the photo-etched parts 
have excellent engraved/embossed surface 
detail. 

The wing trailing edges have a 
tendency to be oversized and thickly

Side 
and front elevation drawings will help aid 
alignment and correct fitment of some 
parts. 

Detailed painting instructions are 
included at each of the assembly stages. 
Federal Standard paint numbers are listed 
on the painting and marking guide. 

The instruction sheet is adequate for 
most modellers. 

Construction 

The construction was relatively 
straightforward and the overall fit of parts 
was good, but the size and complexity of 
the etched parts made assembly time- 
consuming and tricky. 

Care should be taken when removing 
the smaller, complex etched parts from 
their fret. I stuck masking tape to the back 
of the small fret and then placed them on 
plate glass prior to removing. To avoid 
loss, remove the parts from the frame as 
you require them. For ease of removal a 




new knife blade 
should be used. 

Assembly starts 
with the removal of 
excess resin from the cockpit tub and 
components, followed by the fitting of 
hydraulic pump handle, trim tab wheel, 
control lever, undercarriage lever, rudder 
pedals, control column and pilot's seat 
with separate seatbelt harness. 

The instrument panel has embossed 
bezels and a film of finely detailed gauges 
and toggle switches. 

Careful painting and dry-brushing will 
bring the cockpit interior to life. 

Humbrol enamels were used during

construction; 33 Matt Black, 85 Coal 
Black, 60 Red, 28 Grey, 10 Brown and 56 
Aluminium. 

The exhaust manifold ports were 
drilled to give a realistic appearance. 

On dry fitting the wing assemblies, 
gaps were noticed at the wing roots. To 
overcome this problem, the undercarriage 
wheel well boxes were trimmed and 
rounded along the top edges (parts PP10 
and PP1 1) until the gaps were closed. 

A careful study of the instructions and 



the soldiers a piece of square rod (2mm) 
was laid over the contour of the wing and 
with a pair of side cutters resting on the 
rod they were cut. A little filling gave them 
a good shape and appearance. 

No filler was used during assembly but 
once complete, the model was spot primed 
around the jointed areas to check for 
imperfections. Prior to painting the whole 
aircraft was rubbed down using fine nylon 
wool to ensure a good bond between 
surface and paint.

Accuracy 

The dimensions of the actual aircraft are 
listed on the painting and marking guide 
under the technical data section with a 
wing span of 33 ft 9.5 inches (10.299 
metres) and a length of 26 ft 3.75 inches 



(8.147 metres). The model in "actual" size 
is, wing span 10.224 metres and length 
8.232 metres approximately. I would 
consider the dimensions of this kit are 
reasonably accurate and makes it a 
convincing scale replica.

the features by Richard J. Caruana and 
Harry Woodman in July's issue of the 
magazine (Volume 4 Issue 7) will ensure 
the correct fitment of the oleo actuating 
mechanisms (parts - Photo Etched 9 and 
10) and the main undercarriage door 
sliding guides (parts - Photo Etched 22). 

Care should be taken when fitting the 
propeller blades to ensure they are all 
facing forward and at the correct angle. 

Although the kit provides locating 
points for the undercarriage visual 
warning devices, 'red soldiers', none are 
provided. This was resolved by drilling the 
locating points on the main wing spar and 
fitting a suitably sized rod (0.5 to 
0.75mm). To obtain the correct height for 
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Colour Option 

The kit can only be constructed as one 
version, but offers three marking choices 
of 'White 5' as flown by Aleksander I. 
Pokryskin during the winter of 1941/1942. 
The other two are from the 12th Guard 
I.A.P. of the Moscow Air Defence in March 
1942 with the phrases, in Cyrillic, along 
both fuselage sides, (a) 'For the Part of the 
Bolsheviks' and (b) 'For the Fatherland'. 

The instructions list the basic 
camouflage colours as Federal Standard 
paint numbers F.S. 1 1086, F.S. 15200, F.S. 
10055, F.S. 23655 and White. 

I opted for the winter camouflage 
scheme of white distemper upper-surface 
and Russian light blue under-surface - 
Xtracolour X141 White (F.S. 17875) and 
AeroMaster Warbird Enamel 9074 light 
blue (F.S. 35488?) respectively. Humbrol 
No. 19 (red) was used for the propeller 
spinner. 

Humbrol Gloss Cote was sprayed onto 
the overall surface prior to the decals 
being applied and a coat of Xtracolor 
Satin Varnish was sprayed after the decals 
were set and weathering applied. 

Decals 

The decals are very thin, but not 
transparent and carried very little excess 
carrier film. I found the decals very 
difficult to apply. I cut them into separate 
subjects and dipped them into warm 
water for a few seconds. When loose from 
the backing paper they had a tendency to 
shrivel up, making them difficult to move 
into their proper positions without tearing 
or breaking up. Those that survived 
settled well with set and sol solutions and 
looked excellent. Once dry they were of a 
semi-gloss finish. 

Decal Rating = 5/10 

Conclusions and Recommendations 

This kit has it all, plastic, resin, brass, vac- 
formed and clear plastic parts, and 
therefore provides the modeller with 
excellent value for money. It has the 
potential to be developed into a 
masterpiece at very little extra cost. I 
would suggest that dropped flaps, landing 
lights, I.D. lights, open cockpit, weighted 
wheels and positioned control surfaces 
would enhance the attractiveness of this 
already excellent kit. 

I would recommend this kit as suitable 
for most levels of skill but would suggest 
that beginners opt to 'drop' those fine 
fiddley etched parts as they will still 
achieve a good scale replica of this 
aircraft. To fit these fine fiddley etched 
parts a good pair of tweezers and a steady 
hand are essential. 

Remember, time and patience make the 
difference between a standard model and 
a great-looking one.

Halton is always a pleasant show to go to, 
partly because it's a bit out of the way (I 
suspect there are plenty of people who don't 
know where it is, despite being so close to 
Aylesbury) , and partly because Halton is 
such an historic airfield. For years it was the 
headquarters of the RAF Apprentices 
Training School. Indeed, Tony Woollett is 
fond of pointing to a corner of a hangar and 
saying "I put my first Spitfire together over 
there!". There was some talk about it closing 
down under Front-Line First or one of the 
other reviews, but nothing seems to have 
happened. Long may it remain so!

For those who are newcomers to the show 
circuit it is worth pointing out that the Halton 
show is different in a number of ways. It 
started out as a model show held at the Spinal 
Injuries Unit at nearby Stoke Mandeville 
Hospital, and was organised in support of 
that hospital's charitable aims. It remains a 
charitable exercise to this day. It is also unique 
in being organised by serving RAF personnel, 
fitting it in around their service duties (often 
front-line ones or nearly so). 

It is also a rare general model show, 
combining scale modelling with 
aeromodelling, radio-controlled boats, model 
railways, fairgrounds and anything else you 
care to mention. This means that the show 
achieves a rare crossover between different 
modelling disciplines, something that doesn't 
happen often enough in my view.

onceived originally as an 
advanced trainer/attack 
aircraft, the Jaguar has 
evolved into a highly 
successful ground attack 
and strike aircraft and has proved itself 
in combat around the world. 

Designed and built by SEPECAT, a 
consortium of Breguet and the British 
Aircraft Corporation, the Jaguar has 
been sold to such diverse countries as 
Bahrain, Equador, Nigeria and Oman 
and in addition to serving with the RAF 
and Armee de l'Air, it has also been 
produced in India. 

Expected to have been succeeded after 
twenty years' service, the Jaguar was due 
for replacement in the RAF by the 
Eurofighter in the early nineties. We now 
know that the Typhoon will not be ready 
for operational service until at least 2002 
so the Jaguars are currently receiving yet 
more modifications to extend their 
useful service life even longer.

About 16 International IM 
maritime strike aircraft have also been 
built and most serve with no. 6 squadron 
of the Indian Air force alongside a few 
elderly Canberras. Production in India is 
expected to continue until at least 2001, 
to fulfil a recent order for 17 two-seat 
Jaguars and an update programme to 
the original 35 British-supplied sub- 
assembly airframes. 

Armed with Sea Eagle anti-shipping 
missiles, the Jaguar International IM is 
fitted with a Thompson/CSF Argave 
radar providing both air-to-air and air- 
to-ground cover. This is fitted in the 
nose of the aircraft and replaces the 
Ferranti laser ranger of the ground 



attack version. In Indian Air Force the 
Jaguars are known as Shamshers. 

Conversion 

It is the maritime strike aircraft that is 
the subject of this Jaguar conversion. 
Most of the differences between the 
GR.l and the International IM are 
internal so the only real work involved in 
this conversion is restricted to the nose 
section of the model. 

l/72nd scale kits of both British and 
French ground attack and two seat trainer 
versions of the Jaguar are numerous and 
even 1/ 144th and l/48th scale are catered 
for, though not nearly as well. Although 
this conversion is based upon the Jaguar

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GR.l in l/72nd scale, it is a simple matter 
to apply the modifications to other scales, 
but I think that I would blanch at the 
thought of reproducing No. 6 Sqn. 
markings in 1/ 144th scale! 

I chose the Italeri/Revell kit of the 
Jaguar GR.l as the basis for this article 
because I consider it one of the best 
and probably most easily available kit 
of the subject, but it is a matter of 
personal choice. 



Painting 

Wash the model in warm soapy water and 
after drying it you are ready to apply the 
undercoat. I always use Auto Chemicals 
grey undercoat, it can be obtained from 
most independent auto-parts traders and 
is cheap! A couple of coats of undercoat 
will reveal any further filling or sanding 
needed and when you are satisfied, 
serious painting can begin. 
Remaining parts such as the

Basically, the kit instructions are 
followed during assembly except for a 
few areas that are left until later in the 
construction sequence. The cockpit 
bath and interior are painted black 
before fitting in place and joining the 
two front fuselage halves. Next, the 
main fuselage halves and the rear 
underside panel are assembled and 
joined to the front section. The air 
intakes and the cannon housings can be 
added and the laser nose from the kit is 
fitted to the fuselage. 

Filler is applied to the nose to build 
up the new shape and when it has set it 
can be sanded to the new shape adding 
filler and repeating the process until the 
correct profile has been achieved. 

When you are satisfied with the new 
nose shape, fit the fin, tailplanes, ventral 
fins and the heat exchanger duct behind 
the cockpit. Add the two wing fences to 
the one-piece mainplane and secure this 
to the fuselage. After applying any 
necessary filler to the joints and allowing 
it to set, sand for a smooth finish. 



undercarriage units can be painted and 
assembled, these should be white, and 
the ejection seat can receive further 
detail, and be painted. Mask the canopy 
at this stage and attach it to the fuselage. 
Maritime strike Shamshers can carry 
Sea Eagle missiles in the anti-shipping 
role so I elected to fit a fuel tank to the 
centre underfuselage pylon and Sea 
Eagles, from an Airfix Buccaneer kit, on 
each of the inner wing pylons, though 
the outer pylons were left empty. 

Shamshers of No.6 Squadron Indian 
Air Force are finished in an overall 
camouflage scheme of light grey and 
medium blue/grey in the standard RAF 
pattern as shown in the kit's instructions. 
I used Humbrol 147 (Matt Light Grey) for 
the base colour with Humbrol 128 (US 
Compass Grey) plus a touch of blue for 
the darker contrasting shade. 

The nose radome, anti-glare panel and 
fin tip are semi-gloss black. Unsure of 
the correct colour for the Sea Eagles, I 
painted mine in a dark blue, and all these 
colours were applied by hand painting. 



Decals 

You can use the kit decals for all the 
standard instruction and warning 
markings displayed on the airframe, but 
the national and unit markings will 
probably have to be made. You may be 
lucky and have some suitable Indian 
roundels in your decal bank, but all 
mine were too large so I had to resort to 
producing my own. 

National markings for almost any 
country can be created with the aid of a 
leather punch. These are designed to cut 
small round holes in leather and are 
usually adjustable to punch six different 
sizes of hole. They can be purchased 
from haberdashery stores for around £9 
and are well worth the outlay. 

Indian roundels are in three colours, 
saffron (orange), white with green centre 
and are cut from sheets of solid- 
coloured decal. The larger saffron disc 
will have to be cut out with scissors but 
the white and green discs can be cut 
with the leather punch. Apply the saffron 
disc to the model surface first and then 
overlay this with the white and green 
ones to complete the roundel. The fin 
flashes are similarly made from 
rectangles of the three colours, saffron to 
the front. 



The markings for No.6 Squadron will 
almost certainly have to be hand 
painted in their entirety and it is a 
tricky task for which you will probably 
need a magnifying glass. I was lucky to 
find some decals that could provide the 
red diamond shapes, so check your 
spare decals, there may be something 
that can help you. To aid you in hand- 
painting the details of the squadron 
marking, this has been reproduced in 
an enlarged form. 

Indian Air Force serial numbers are 
carried on each side of the fin in black 
and the three numbers are repeated in 
orange on the nosewheel door. 

When all of the decals have been 
applied, fit the remaining parts to the 
model and give the whole aircraft a 
couple of spray coats of clear satin 
varnish. You should now have a model of 
a very familiar aircraft in an unfamiliar 
colour scheme, and that should draw 
some complimentary comments at the 
next club meeting.

This title comes in a hardback A4 format 
with 194 pages. 

As you would expect with a title like this, 
the coverage has been broken down into 
sections and these are by time period; 
1914-1918, 1919-1930, 1930-1939, 
1939-1944 and 1945-C.1990. Each of these 
sections was a good narrative commentary 
on the evolution of the cockpit and, of 
course, there are a number of good clear 
black and white photographs. These 
photographs are not limited to British types, 
as many nation's aircraft are covered. Detail 
pictures of some instruments are included, 
as well as sketches and instrument panel 
diagrams. The inter-war period is not 
heavily illustrated, but does include a 
number of interesting types. The 1930-1939 
period section includes coverage of the 
development of the reflector gunsight, with 
clear photographs of the Bar 8< Stroud units. 
Nice clear pictures inside such exotics as the 
Breguet 693 are included in this part, 
making it well worth having for these images 
alone! This is followed by a section looking 
at the WWII (1939-1944) period and this 
includes a look at the development of the 
bombsight, as well as a look at both 
American (B-29) and German (Bf 109) 
aircraft. The centre pages offer a four-page 
colour section with photographs inside the 
Hawk 200, JPATS cockpit and the JAS-39 
instrument panel layout. Returning to the 
WWII coverage, the title looks at the GGS 
(Gyroscopic Gun Sight), the AI MkVI radar 
I scope inside a Typhoon, and gives two clear

views inside night fighter Mosquitoes. The 
best photo (for me) was that of the AI Mk IV 
radar position in the back of the Douglas 
Havoc (lovely!). The section looking at 
1945-C.1990 really deals with the arrival of 
the jet aircraft and there are nice clear shots 
inside the Vampire, Canberra, SAAB J-21 
(not A-21' as stated), Vulcan, F-4 Phantom, 
Rockwell B-l, E.E. Lightning, Harrier 
GR Mk 1, Jaguar, TSR.2, Hawk, Sea Harrier 
F/A.2, J-35F Draken and Harrier GR Mk 7. 
This is followed by a chapter looking at the 
design of a fighter cockpit today and here 
there is another colour section offering 
colour photographs of the F/A-18A Hornet, 
EAR F-22 Raptor and Eurofighter (Typhoon) 
cockpit layouts. The final section within this 
title takes a look at 2000 and beyond, with 
comments on the evolution of the cockpit 
and the technology that may be used. 

Overall this is an excellent title, and one 
all modellers should add to their library. The 
illustrations and photographs alone make it 
a 'must' and the information contained 
within the text just make it more so.

This title is very much in the usual 'photo 
title' layout with a laminated card cover, 
144 pages of contents and a 230mm x 
270mm format. 

Any of you that are familiar with the 
photographic skills of Barry McKee will 
understand what this title is offering, as all 
the colour photographs within this book 
are by Barry. 

The title is basically a look at Historic 
Flying and the Spitfires they have restored 
over the past 15 years. The first chapter 
looks at the company and its work, 
especially the restoration of the ex-gate 
guardian machines that were 'traded' by 
the MOD for a number of glass-fibre 
versions. The next chapter is an overview 
of the commercial side of aircraft 
restoration by Historic Flyings owner, Tim 
Routsis, and in this section there are the 
first of a number of detailed pictures of 
Spitfire components before and after 
restoration. The next chapter is an in-depth 
look at the structure of the Spitfire, with a 
mass of clear photographs illustrating this. 
This chapter is extremely well illustrated, 
but, because of the aircraft marks restored 
by Historic Flying, the coverage is 
restricted to the Mk Vb, Mk XVI and 
Mk XVIII. The next chapter looks at the 
Griffon-powered Spitfires, with the Mk XVI 
and Mk XVIII covered once again. This 
chapter does look specifically at the 
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Graham Moss and Barry McKee 



powerplants of these types, with some 
views of the propeller as well. The next 
chapter gives an overview of the Spitfire 
series, with a good narrative description of 
the marks as the design evolved and also 
mentions some of the engineering 
difficulties that had to be overcome. The 
final chapter is all about flying these 
restored Spitfires with input from the 
Historic Flying team as well as RAF pilot, 
Charlie Brown. This is followed by an 
appendix that lists all surviving Spitfires, 
another listing all surviving Seafires and, 
finally, another that lists the engines fitted 
to the Spitfire. 

This is certainly an excellent title, and 
one that will be of great use to all 
modellers of the Spitfire. The quality of 
the photographs and the level of detail 
offered, much of it only available because 
the airframes are 'de-skinned', make it a 
real 'must'.
